[fext/ "...0ften those who prevailed over the others were those 
with limited intelligence, the mediocre, because, fearful that 
they might be defeated on account of their incompetence and the 
erudition and mental agility of their opponents, they moved 
with audacity and every evil trick..." Thucidides. 





Within 7 months, eight arsons of department stores occurred in Athens causing: 
approximate losses of 2. billion drachmas in destroyed merchandise; almost |}; 
billion drachmas in real estate destroyed; almost 800 persons left jobless; under- 
employnent in 40 small and large factories and small businesses; financial diffi- 
culties for 12 importers; and problems to banks and insurance companies. 


From publicly expressed views we gathered, it is assumed that the arsons are the 
work of Masons, Jews, agents of EEC “monopolies” who want to close down the Greek 
department stores; the owners who in this way avoid paying their debts to the banks; 
the CIA that wants to cause unrest, etc. 


These devilish and conspiratorial views which are beautifully aligned with the 
overall climate cultivated in our country around the interpretation of events 
are indicative not only of the overall decay of a society's values (such as 
"critical thinking," for example) but also of the size of the explosive bomb 
placed in its foundations. 


On the other side, transferring the respcnsibility for the arsons to "dark forces" 
is a typical illustration of our refusal to face reality and especially it is an 
intellectual retreat before the enemies of the free societies. At the same time, 
this intellectual attitude benefits the arsonists who must be laughing their heads 
off as they watch and listen... This is one of their primary targets. 


Being very careful to avoid human casualties in the fires, the arsonists try to 
gain the sympathy and favor of the public and to assume the guise of the "relent- 
less avengers" of the "evil" capitalists who dare to have those department stores| 
Under those conditions these conspiratorial interpretations not only serve their 
objectives but also heighten their popularity. 





Moreover, turning the discussion about the arsons toward those demonologic inter- 
pretations serves the arsonists from an ideological standpoint because in this way 
they avoid a face to fac. confrontation with the criticism of the logic which 
accounts for their actions. 


From this point of view, every objective analyst or observer of Greek affairs 
should agree that the arsons, whoever the perpetrators and whatever their motives, 
may in any case draw their justification from a specific logic: a logic we could 
call acceptance of an ideology which is nothing but phraseology. 


As we shall see below, the acceptance of this ideology-phraseology leads to a more 
basic pathology which is schiszophrenic-~a schizophrenia especially developed in 
societies dominated by intellectual counterfeiting and double talk. That is, two 
phenomena which spring from the earlier authoritarianism of those societies and 
which interpret the extreme jacobinism of the elite. 


Intellectual and Social Inconsistency 


In the complex societies of the West where the economic functions go hand in hand 
with many democratic freedoms, the intellectual consistency is not always a 

decisive feature of everyday behavior. At the same time, the outer-reality and 
multi-faceted nature of the social processes prevents the intellectual clarification 
of the political games. Thus, it would be rather daring to argue that one fully 
understands the social mechanisms and the political processes. 


Consequently, if we were to assume that in the democratic (industrialised and less 
industrialized) western societies a one-sided interpretation of social reality 

is absurd, then we may argue that great caution is required in expressing the 
totality of proposals which reflect the social and political consistency. 





But things do not develop in this fashion at all. Because in the political games 
of the western democracies there are factors involved which minimize knowledge, 
undermine the effort to understand the complex reality and lead to transforming 
the individual into an apparatus. Thus the individual becomes 4 political animal 
not in the Aristotelian sense but that of the follower or the member of an 
anonymous mass. 


But in order to turn into a mass a democratic society of citizens it is necessary 
to assure the conditions for its cohesion. These conditions cannot be understood 
without the intervention of this ideology-phraseology. What is this ideology- 
phrassclogy? Nothing more than a characteristic case of glossological and 
epistimological distortion. For instance, to argue that a "neo-liberal economic 
policy" is implemented in a country where the time schedules of the units which 
distribute the goods are restricted, is ideological fraud covered by the 
phraseology. Equally impoverishing is to argue that "every non-commnist is a 
fascist" or that the people are divided between "privileged and nonprivileged." 


On the other hand, it is even a greater distortion and an almost criminal regression 
[sict/ to deprive the individual of his individuality and to place him in "groups," 
groups, that is, of "nonprivileged," proletarians, Masons, Jews, Arians, capitalists, 

















etc, Whoever accepts these regressions, abandoning at the same time the sphere of 
his personal autonomy, is already ripe for the crime--a crime which is the result 
of a confluence of idology with psychosis, something which constitutes a special 
forn of epidemiology with historical and sociological roots. 


From this point of view the book of Arthur Koestler, “The Tightrope, nl 48 classic 
in explaining his adherence to commnism as a typical illustration of controlled 
’chisophrenia and enclosure in a related intellectual universe, but closed and 
cotally cut off from reality. 


‘yqually impressive on this subject, i.e., the adherence to an ideology without 
knowledge of reality, are the books by Joseph Gambel,* Tomas Szats, > Ronald 
ladnge,4 Michel Fouceau, Jil Delez and A. Gattari /transliterations/. 


Verification of the Word 


"The antipode of critical philosophy," writes Papanoutsos, "is the arbitrary 

and uncritical thinking, the dognatism which is usually a symptom not of ignorance 
but of half-baked knowledge, not of the simplicity of the uneducated but of the 
insolence of the arrogant. It works hand in hand with violence and inhumanity." 


In an effort to define the logic which induces the arsons, regardless as to who 
are the arsonists, it is proper to identify empirically the "Word" (i.e., the 
thought-language) which underlines the dialectic of the arson. 


A typical illustration of this "Word" is, for example, the kind of impoverished 
editorialising which behind a pseudo-ideological construction hides the idiotic 
and primarily schizophrenic phraseology which to the extent it is not absorbed, 
just for what it is, may push to the crime any individual which would want to 
invoke its logic. 


Samples 


"The Revelation of Monopolies." Twenty-two months ago that was the title of an 
article published in a monthly review "protective" of the interests of tradesmen, 
small businessmen and merchante. The article referred to the "reactionary" 0 | 
OIKONOMIKOS TAKHYDROMOS and its views in favor of the supermarket "monopolies," etc. 





Behind a machine-gun like phraseology of absurdity and scientific vulgarity, the 
author of the article was trying to persuade his self-employed readers that 0 
OIKONOMIKOS TAKHYDROMOS is working for their destruction and that 150 or 200 large 
stores and supermarkets operating in Athens are "monopolies" which have as their 
objective "the blood-sucking of honest, working people," the "unfortunate" tradesmen, 
the "poor" merchants and the "niserable" small businessmen. "The big merchants," 
the author went on, "the supermarket chains, the big capital and the banks want 
to exterminate small business. They want to take over all the wholesale marketing 
of agricultural products, anaong other things. They also want to take over the 
retail trade. And of course when they gain total control...they will raise prices 
even more." 














In the same “analysis," the "reliable" writer said with reference to the question 
of large-scale marketing: "What is the meaning of large-scale marketing? It 
means unemployment, it means that the people will be poor, that the people will 
have no jobs, that, everyone will try to take care of himself and his family as 
best he can. This evil will increase when the monopolies take over completely. 

To end this evil, it is necessary to strike decisively at the monopolies, domestic 
and foreign, to provide a way out, an opportunity for the people to make a living." 


In addition to the above article, the following incidents are also characteristic: 


A little over a year ago, the mayor of Patrai was fighting the opening in his town 
of a “monopoly" which in this case was a supermarket owned by the Veropoulos 
brothers. 


In approximately the same period and following a lecture by Giannis Marinos, the 
publisher of O OIKONOMIKOS TAKHYDROMOS, at the Patrai Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry, on the question of Greece's induction into EEC, a professor from the 
University of Patrai, in order to buttress his anti-EEC arguments spoke about the 
"foreign imported" mode of distribution by the "domestic commercial monopolies" 
and the like. 


Moreover, those in post-dictatorial Greece who are interested in social and 
economic questions, know that for many "progressive" analysts of contemporary 
Greek reality the marginal Greek compared to the supermarkets of the East and West 
are considered harsh "monopolies," the department stores "capitalist centers of 
over-consumption," the small businessmen "neo-proletarians" and "allies" of the 
working class, the small and middle-sized entrepreneurs "poor and unfortunate, 
struggling to keep heads above water," threatened by the onslaught of the big 
sharks, and the middlemen "nonprivileged honest professionals" pure as angels. 


The Mass Society 


Another factor which leads to the criminal aberration, in conjunction of course with 
the ideological stimlus, to quote our compatriot philosopher Kornilios Kastoriadis, 
is "the provocative nature of the capitalist society and of its signals." In 
Kastoriadis" view this ignites violence by provoking logical and absurd desires. 

In this way, to the extent an individual feels that he does not possess what others 
have, he is taken over by a masochistic mania of destruction which as social 
phenomenon would certainly have interested Sigmnd Freud very much. This mania, as 
underlined by French sociologist Jean Beaudrigiar, is expressed 

regardless of the material position of the individual. In other words, the 
ideologically=possessed person may act destructively regardless of his material 
status and the degree of satisfaction for his needs. 


There is no doubt that these observations together with the fact that the phenomena 
of criminal and masochistic violence increase in the societies of democratic 
capitalism (which are societies of abundance compared to the countries of 
"soverning socialism" which are societies of scarcity) give a special dimension 

to the phenomenon we would like to call "the logic of fire." 














The Logic of Fire 


Under these conditions the logic of arson is neither "incomprehensible" nor by 
necessity a "provocative" action (although this should not be ruled out). On 

the contrary, it may spring from < specific dialectic which although created for 
transforming all Greek traders into a "mass" or resulting from the nature of a 
given society, nevertheless it does not cease to be functional and therefore subject 
to empirical verification. 


For example, why should a follower of the extreme Right refrain from setting fire to 
a department store since he could do it in the name of the anti-monopolistic 
struggle? 


Why should not a psychopath set fire, considering himself a "savior," a "liberator," 
a "progressive," etc? Even the CIA could use the same dialectic. 


"In an ideologically-oriented wo:ld," wrote sociologist Jean Batsler, "the indiv- 
idual may fall victim to the schizophrenia absurdity when the development of 
knowledge is accompanied by the maiming of sound thinking and loss of a sense of 
reality. In this way, the thought is made sterile and the invididual searches 
for arbitrary notions to buttress his commitments. Even worse, there are even 
intellectuals who accept erroneous approaches in order to lead their studies to 
these conclusions they desire. In other words, the ideology, by decreeing a 
staged distortion of knowledge, constitutes a convenient alibi for the crimes 
committed by idiots and fanatics," 


When in a country which is particularly marked by trading and commercial activities 
and in which the leaders for many years cultivated an absurdity, where inconsistency 
prevails and where the ignorance of knowledge is promoted, the individuals are 
pushed toward a socialized psychosis. 


Wnen the magazine SELF-SERVICE of Dim. Mikhailidis wrote last January: The 
privileged merchants in the centers of Athens, Piraeus and other major cities close 
their stores in the name of the struggle "against the monopolies of the large 
store owners," when the trade unionism and reaction are considered sound behavior 
"showing class maturity," when the center of Athens is on fire and not a single 
association of the self-proclaimed small and middle-sized merchants, tradesmen, 
small businessmen and other store owners, raises an active protest, when the 
businessmen are divided into "good" and "evil" because this is what was decreed 

by the "archi-thinkers," when the envy and hate toward colleagues is cultivated, 
when instead of seeking solutions for specific problems an attempt is made to 
obscure reality, when blind egotism reigns over sound thinking, and when a country 
is educated with non-knowledge, then the incendiary bombs, whatever their origin, 
constitute the epitome and the crowning of the prevailing absurdity. It is, in 
other words, the victory of a certain logic "and without trying to play the 
prophet," the writer in the magazine added, "we warn that the arsonists will strike 


again: * 


1. They will burn down small or large supermarkets and stores because in the last 
few years they have been identified with the "monopolies." 




















b. They will set on fire small or large stores because they are managed by "evil" 
men. 


c. They will destroy, break up, rob, assault, stc...because that is where the 
overflowing hatred and the prevailing logic in the country leads then. 


Therefore, those wro feed those phenomena should begin to assess their responsi- 
bility. This they owe to society which they "swear" they want to serve. 


To quote E. Papanoutsos: "You should think over everything from beginning to end 
and «gain from the beginning and again to the end, without giving up out of fatigue 
or disappointment--that is what thinking is all about. This is a characteristic 
ef the human 'word,' a dimension cf the thinker (not another classification) that 
only man has," 


Unfortunately, everything shows that in the Western societies of mass production 
the production of intellectual "mass-men" prevails; those "mass-men" try to 
reverse this relationship although animals committing suicide out of despair do 
not exist. 
We face, in other words, an astonishing psycho-pathological phenomenon, so that 
at a time when the Polish people want to see the shelves of stores filied with 
goods, here and elsewhere stores full of goods are set on fire.

TRIAL OF NSP ‘RAIDERS ASSOCIATIONS" CONTINUES 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 25 Jul 81 p 10 


[Text] Ankara--In the section dealing with relations with the NSP [Na- 
tional Salvation Party] of the covering memorandum for the "Raiders" case, 
in which 89 suspects are being charged, it is stated that the NSP has 
always received a great deal of support from the Raiders' associations. 


This section of the covering memorandum, citing examples from documents 
found during searches conducted against the NSP and Raiders' associations, 
claims that there is a close relationship between the NSP and the Raiders’ 
associations. The military prosecutor's covering memorandum entitled, 
"Interpretation of the Resultant Tie between the Party and the Associa- 
tion," includes these views: 


"The establishment of the NSP was the result of obvious pressure to fulfill 
the wishes of a segment of the community. fherefore, NSP administrators 
were forced, at one point, to act in the «anner desired by the voters who 
gave rise to the party. However, the voice of the people who made up the 
party was such that the party's gual was one that had to be kept secret, 
and, therefore, the party's work directed toward the end that was desired 
was doomed before it began. On the other hand, doing something to fulfill 
the voters! wishes was necessary in order to keep the leaders and admin- 
istrators from losing the privileges they held and in order to satisfy the 
grass roots. In that case, am organ, a valve, that would, first of all, 
save the party from accusations and that would fulfill, in the party's 
name, the need was necessary. The easiest way to do this was to form an 
association. Furthermore, it was difficult to monitor associations be- 
cause of the weak state staff and administration and because of legal loop- 
holes, and, even if the association were closed down because of its acti- 
vities, the ease in reestablishing the organization made this danger in- 
consequential, In our opinion, the Raiders and the Raiders youth associa- 
tions that were formed carried out their duties using this belief. 


",..eIn its own words, it was necessary to form the associations 'in order. 
to establish a bridge between the staff and the people.’ In addition, 
youths make up a very productive group -- one whose enthusiasm can be taken 











advantage of. They are a powerful force. One can benefit from this 
superiority when setting out directly towards one's goal. The youth organ- 
ization that existed within the legal framework of the party, after all, 
could not engage in party disputes nor act in a manner different from the 
goal of continued growth. As a matter of fact, the NSP youth organization 
was unable to demonstrate the necessary growth, for the association ap- 
peared more attractive to youths who supported its premise. Finally, the 
Raiders! associations reached the point at which no need was felt for a 
party youth organization in provinces or administrative districts." 


The covering memorandum, which asserts that the "associations chose the 
method of taking up arms for the purpose of fulfilling its wish to estab- 
lish an Islamic state and of forming training camps in order to learn how 
to use arms,"' had this to say about the armed training camps: 


"It is certain that it would be dangerous to prepare for an armed struggle 
before everyone's eyes. Association members' own statements indicated 
their need for personnel who would take an active role in the struggle 
that would take place in the future. Expert militants who were experi- 
enced physically and from the standpoint of both doctrine and techniques 
in the use and construction of arms and explosives, who believed in the 
cause, and who were able to reach the goal had to be prepared as a strike 
force. Despite the fact that its planning and efforts were more inept 
than those organizations that seek to destroy the state by other means 

and to seize control, this did not diminish the danger of the actions 
directed toward this gozi. Furthermore, it can be said that the finding 
of some signs, though not conclusive, that some members received their 
guerrilla training in Iran and Palestine was the result of a lack of ex- 
perience and a little bit of fearlessness. Association administrators 
took advantage of experts in recently developed techniques in order to 
strengthen its members physically and sent expert teachers in this subject 
to each camp they formed. In particular, the Raiders, just like sports! 
teams, had a farm system in order to ensure the development of a staff. 
Documents that were found demonstrate that the training camps that were 
set up were begun after the founding of the association. Statements in 
several activity reports and in circulars dealing with camps such as, 
'This year, as every year, the establishment of camps is planned,’ are | 
evidence of this. However, the administrative council, which took charge 
in 1978 in an open and organized manner, also took over the topic in a 
regional and orderly fashion. It systematized the camps, established both 
a general headquarters camp and local camps, and carried out their plans. 
The first of the signed circulars on this subject was published on 9 June 
1978 by Irsadi Yildirim, general administrative council cultural and 
training director. It said that the entire organization ‘invites brothers 
who have the ability to take active duty in the difficult struggle in the 
future to a 30-day camp handling 100 persons at a time that was established 
by general headquarters.'" 











Following this section of the covering memorandum, information is given 
about the camps established by the Raiders' associations at Yalova, 
Esenkoy, Kayseri, Erkilet, the village of Emmiler, Rize, Guneysu, the 
Vakifduzu plateau, Bolu, the Demirciler plateau, Akyazi, Keremali subdis- 
trict, Yozgat, the village of Basliyayla, Marmaris, Afyon, Bolvadin, the 
town of Disli, Kayseri, Yahyali, Bandirma, Bursa, Karacabey, Canakkale, and 
Bigae The memorandum speaks of the criminal evidence obtained in searches 
of the camps. 


TCK Article 163 


The last section of the covering memorandum, which deals with the articles 
in the TCK [Turkish Criminal Code| that cover the crimes, repeats the 
opinion that the suspects sought to establish an Islamic state. It goes 
on: 


"Likewise, these actions along with other evidence made it clear that the 
principle that the Republic of Turkey is a secular state, which is con- 
sidered to be among the basic characteristics of the republic and which is 
found in Article 2 of the Constitution of the Republic of Turkey, was 
chosen as a target and that this principle was mutilated at every oppor- 
tunity with such general slogans as, ‘Secularism means atheism.' From this 
standpoint, too, it is a fact that the suspects, in essence, deemed it nec- 
essary that TCY. Article 163 not be implemented so that they would be able 
to continue their activities freely. The slogan, ‘Article 163 must be 
lifted. Article 163 is oppressive,’ bore a different purpose. For this 
reason, the suspects' opposition to the article is evidence that they op- 
posed the basic elements of the article. in that case, the associations 
that were established, at the outset, openly and specifically bore the 
characteristics of a society that was formed and organized in violation of 
Article 163, Paragraph 1 of the TCK."

ELECTRIC POWER PRODUCTION INCREASES

[Article: "Surplus of Electricity in Finland"] 


[Text] Finland is producing more electricity. A rainy summer has already meant 
that water has been allowed to bypass dams at hydroelectric power plants. More 
and more electricity will be produced since Loviisa II will be put into operation 
next weekend. 


When Loviisa II is put into operation, all of the country's four nuclear power 
plants will be producing electricity at full capacity. This, for its part, means 
that water will continue to be allowed to bypass hydroelectric power plants, par- 
ticularly at night as long as the summer continues to be as rainy. 


An attempt has been made to increase the consumption of electricity in industry. 
However, there continues to be a surplus of electricity, particularly at night when 
consumption is only approximately 60 percent of the 5,000 megawatts consumed in 
the daytime. 


The electricity imported from the Soviet Union by agreement has also increased the 
quantity of electricity. Imported electricity from the Soviet Union will amount 
to 250 megawatts in the daytime and 120 megawatts at night until Loviisa II is put 
into operation. 


In a normal situation it has been possible to export excess electricity to Sweden, 
but even Sweden has not been able to accept any electricty since that country just 
as Finland has sufficient nuclear and hydropower. 


The present situation will continue at least wntil early fall if it rains in August 
to the same degree it rained in the early part of summer. As the nights become 
colder in early fall there will also be an increased need for electricity at night. 
During freezing weather the need for electricity at night is 70-80 percent of the 
daytime need at its highest, states Engineering Licentiate Pentti Pajunen of Imatra 
Power. 


There was an excess of electricity throughout the whole nationwide network in July 
even though the nuclear power plants were stopped periodically for maintenance. 

The fact that the 660-megawatt Olkiluoto I Plant has been operating at 65 percent 
of its capacity until Monday attests to this. Olkiluoto II is currently undergoing 
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a test of its rotors. The plant has been operating at full capacity for 2 weeks. 
The test run will continue for 3 more weeks. 


Loviisa II, which will be put into operation next weekend, has been at a standstill 
for 3 weeks for maintenance. Loviisa I is operating at full capacity at this time. 


From the point of view of power economics it would be most beneficial to regulate 
the production of electricity by reducing the amount of electricity produced by 
the nuclear power plants, however, daily increases and reductions of capacity are 
prohibited by regulations of the Radiation Safety Institute. 


Finland's power corporations have permission to reduce capacity only on the week- 
ends. For example, in Sweden capacity can be reduced and increased daily by regu- 
lating nuclear power plants, states Imatra Power. 


Imatra Power has also made plans for more rapid fluctuations in capacity. At Ima- 


tra Power computer programs have been compiled so that the plants can meet the needs 
of the nationwide power network more quickly.

1. IMPORTS 


Cyprus operates a liberal import licensing 
system. The importation of goods into Cyprus 
is governed by the Import Regulation Laws 
49/62 and 7/67 and Regulations issued under 
these Laws. 

All goods not listed in the first Schedule 
of the Imports (Control and Regulation of 
Goods) Order 1968, as amended, may be im- 
ported freely without an Import licence. 

The second Schedule to the afore-mention- 
ed Order, as amended, shows the countries 
from which ail imports are subject to an import 
licence. 

Imports may be effected by residents for 
Exchange Control purposes (physical or legal 
persons), 

hmports have been increasing at a very fast 
rate and reached C£424.3 m. in 1980 from 
C£282.7 in 1978, an increase of 50.1%. Table 1

Exports of Manufactured Products. 


The satisfactory performance of domestic 
exports is primarily attributed to the continued 
expansion of exports of manufactured goods. 
The contribution of exports of manufactured 
products to the total domestic exports for 1978 -

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As it is observed from Table 5 the rising 
trend of the exports of manufactured products 
continued and exports increased from C£57.5m. 
in 1978 to C£87.0m. in 1980. This rising trend 
is expected to continue in the coming years as 
the industrial sector of the economy is expand- 
ing and its contribution in the total exports is 
growing. 


The most important manufactured products 
exported in 1980 were ready-made clothing, 
cement, footwear, packing containers of paper 
and paperboard, cigarettes, travel goods, fur- 
niture, building materials, water pumps, turbines 
and cosmetics. : 


Other manufactured products exported or 
available for export were plastic products, 
paints, concrete mixers, batteries, commercial 
refrigerators, confectionery, biscuits and can- 
ned fruit and vegetables and fruit juices. 


The Export Credit insurances Scheme which 
has been ‘n operation for about six years as 
well as other services provided by the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry for the promotion 
of exports have greatly contributed to the ex- 
pansion of exports of manufactured products. 


Exports of Agricultural Products. 


The following table illustrates the exports 
of major agricultural commodities during the 
years 1974 to 1980.

As seen from the table above, citrus fruit 
were until 1974 by far the biggest foreign ex- 
change earner. However, the occupation by 
the Turkish army in August of a large part of 
Our agricultural land where the biggest propor- 


tion of Citrus groves were to be found, has 
affected the citrus production and consequent- 
ly our citrus fruit exports have seriously dec- 
lined. 


The largest importer of Cyprus agricultural 
products is the United Kingdom, which absorbs 
more than 50% of the total of our agricultural 
exports and in some cases such as potatoes 
and carobs more than 85% of Cyprus exports, 
whereas U.K. is the sole market for our carrots. 
Other important outlets are the Federal Re- 
public of Germany, the Netherlands, the U.S.S.R. 
and other East European Countries and the 
Middle East. 


Fresh Fruit and Vegetables. 


Under a new project sponsored by the Go- 
vernment for the encouragement of production 
of early fruit and vegetables it is expected that 
exports will rise in this sector. Emphasis is 
placed on less bulky and relatively high priced 
produce, the consumption of which is rapidly 
increasing. These include tomatoes, asparagus, 
egg plants, cucumbers, celery, ‘lettuce, okra, 
courgettes, green beans and peas, honey-dew 
melons and strawberries. 


“Cyprus, with its miid climate, is ideal for 
the production of these items and its relative 
proximity to the main markets, especially the 
U.K. with which it is connected with direct 
flights, ensures that the products arrive in the 
best possible condition. 


Wines. 


Exports of Cyprus wines have declined 
during the last few years from 8 m. gallons in 
1978 to 7.4 m. gallons in 1980. The exports 
of wines to the U.K. in 1980 were 2.2 m. gallons, 
30.3% of total exports. Cyprus is one of the 
main wine exporting countries to the U.K. 


Our wineries, considered to be among the 
most modern, have improved their wines re- 
markably and with the new varieties of grapes 
which are presently cultivated experimentally 
and the various measures taken by the Go- 
vernment, we feel confident that our wine in- 
dustry will continue its satisfactory progress in 
spite of the difficulties encountered in the Com- 
mon Market. 


In the effort to find new markets for Cyprus 
wines, a study of the Scandinavian market was 
carried out in 1979, and the prospects seem 
encouraging. 


Table Grapes. 
Cyprus table grapes are emerging very fast 











as a first class export with competitive advant- 
ages of early maturity and exceptional quality. 
Cyprus grapes especially Sultana, Thompson 
and Cardinal have established themselves in 
the British market and they are steadily ex- 
panding in the Scandinavian countries. 


Total exports of this commodity were 15,265 
tons in 1978 and 15,122 tons in 1980. The 
U.K. absorbed 82.8% of this quantity and the 
Scandinavian countries 13.7%. Production is 
expected to increase during the next few years 
in order to satisfy the increasing demand from 
overseas markets. 


Other Vine Products. 


Several countries and particularly the 
U.S.S.R. buy, in addition to wines, substantial 
quantities of Cyprus grapes spirit and raisins. 
Czechoslovakia, G.D.R, Poland and Hungary 
are regular buyers of our wines and other vine 
products. 


Export Policy. 


The Cyprus Government, realising the im- 
portance and contribution of trade to the island’s 
economy, has taken and continues to take va- 
rious measures which lead to the expansion 
and diversification of exports and the develop- 
ment and strengthening of trade relations with 
other countries. 
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In this connection, Cyprus has signed ir 
1972 an Association Agreeinent with the E.E.C. 
and Bilateral Trade Agreements have been 
concluded with seven East-European countries 
(U.S.S.R., Poland, German Democratic Republic, 
Hungary, Romania, Czechoslovakia and Bulga- 
ria), and also with China. 


The Arab countries are also viewed as an 
important and consistent market particularly for 
industrial products and plans are being consi- 
dered for enhancing our trade relations. Fur- 
thermore, the Government provides various 
incentives and assistance which include the 
insurance scheme for exports, the participation 
in trade fairs and specialised exhibitions, the 
advertising of Cypriot products ebroad, the 
organisation of trade missions, the establish- 
ment of Trade Centres abroad and the research 
of Export Markets. 


The main pre-requisite for expanding further 
our exports is to maintain the competitiveness 
in price, quality and punctuality of delivery. Our 
objective is therefore to achieve a balanced 
development of our export industry which will 
enable us to meet successfully international 
competition.

{Text } 


I. Introduction 


in March 1957 six European countries sign- 
ed the “Treaty of Rome” by which what is 
known as European Economic Community came 
into being. In 1973 three more European 
countries joined and with the accession of 
Greece on January 1, 1981, the EEC now em- 
braces 10 member-countries. 

Spain and Portugal may soon join the Com- 
mon Market increasing the member-countries 
to 12. 

With the Treaty of Rome, the founder mem- 
bers undertook to achieve by 1970 a Common 
Market by: 

— Waiving restrictions on the movement of 
goods, services, labour and capital. 

— The implementation of a common external 
tariff to govern imports from non-member 
countries. 

— The implementation of a common economic 
policy in both the industrial and agricultural 
sectors. 

These targets were in fact achieved in 
July, 1968. 

The EEC has resulted in many benefits for 

the population of member countries; the main 
ones are: 
— The considerable expansion of the market 
size. Agricultural and industrial production is 
planned for a market of about 275 million people 
and can enjoy economies of scale and the pos- 
sibility of selective production on the basis of 
comparative advantage and opportunity cost.

— The implementation of integrated and re- 
gional policies in the industrial, financial, fiscal, 
geographical and comraunications sectors has 
proved to be beneficial and contributed towards 
a higher standard of living for ail member - 
countries. 


li. Why does Cyprus have to associate itself 
with the EEC® 


The economic importance of the EEC is 
obvious when one considers the fact that total 
population will soon be 320 million compared 
to 225 million of the USA and 260 million of the 
Soviet Union. EEC is the leader in World Trade 
accounting for about 35% of world exports and 
36% of world imports. The standard of living 


in member-countries is among the higher in the 


. world. 
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It is not strange therefore that every country 
shows keen interest in the EEC and its affairs; 
every country wants to share part of the cake. 
And so does Cyprus. 

But we have another important reason why 
we wish to be associated with EEC. Prior to 
1973, being a member of the Commonwealth, 
Cyprus enjoyed preferential treatment for its 
products imported in the UK — the traditional 
market and the major buyer of Cypriot agricul- 
tural and manufactured goods. Since Britain 
joined the EEC, Cyprus was bound to lose this 
preferential treatment and the effects on the 
economy of the iskand would have been detri- 
mental. It was therefore essential for Cyprus 








to maintain its traditional market and the prefe- 
rential treatment for its produce — hence the 
need to associate with the EEC in some way. 

As a result of several months of negotiations 
Cyprus signed an Association Agreement with 
the EEC in December, 1972. 


lil. Why should we select the Customs Union? 

Cyprus has decided to proceed with a 
Customs Union Agreement. When fully imple- 
mented, it will allow duty-free movement of 
goods which will enable our products to be 
' exported to the Community without restrictions. 
We shall, at the same time, have to adopt the 
Common Customs Tariff which will be applied 
to imports from non-EEC countries. 


iV. The Current situation 


The initial Association Agreement provided 
for a Customs Union in two stages — Stage 1 
commencing on signature (Dec. 72) and expir- 
ing on June 30, 1977, with Stage !| commencing 
on July 1, 1977, and would extend in principle 
over 5 years. It also provided that 18 months 
prior to the expiration of the first stage the two 
parties would commence negotiations to decide 
the regime to apply during the second stage. 

The main concessions made to Cyprus pro- 
vided, for a 70% reduction in duties of all 
Cyprus manufactured goods, provided they sa- 
tisfied the rules of origin — e.g. goods manu- 
factured of Cypriot or EEC raw materials are 
covered under these rules. 

Furthermore, Cyprus continued to enjoy the 


then existing preferential tariff regime on all its 
exports to U.K. until 30th June, 1977, whilst an 
import quota of 200,000 his of sherry was 
granted on which no duty would be paid. Tariff 
on citrus fruit exported to markets other than 
U.K. was reduced by 40% whilst a quota of 
110,000 tons of potatoes could be exported to 
U.K. with the existing preferential treatment. 

On its part, Cyprus reduced by 35%, its 
import duties over a 5 year period on goods-of 
EEC origin except for certain products speci- 
fically mentioned in the protocol for the sole 
purpose of protecting loca! industry. The re- 
duction of duties was to be effected in three 
stages over the five years. 


On September 15, 1977, an additional pro- 
tocol was signed which extended the first stage 
until 31.12.79. According to this protocol, ma- 
nufactured goods of Cyprus origin based on 
Community rules of origin were to enjoy 100% 
duty reductions; rules of origin for textiies were 
slightly improved allowing knitwear manufactur- 
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ed from raw materials imported from third 
countries to be considered as being of Cyprus 
Origins under the said rules. 

The protocol also provided for the conces- 
sions to apply to our main agricultural products 
such as potatoes, carots, table grapes, wines, 
Citrus fruit, vegetables and canned fruits and 
vegetables. 

The efforts to move to the second stage of 
the Association Agreement made in May 1979 
did not materialise mainly as a result of the 
differences between member-states on the Me- 
diterranean policy and the Common Agricultural 
policy of the Community. Political problems 
resulting from the Turkish invasion were suc- 
cessfully overcome. Thus, the first stage was 
again extended until 31st December, 1980. 

On November 24, 1980, the Association 
Council decided to move into stage II of the 
Association Agreement as of January 1, 1981, 
artd defined the process for the transition to 
Customs Union in three periods:- 

— 1981 
— 1982-83 
— 1984 onwards. 

The concessions which both parties extend- 
ed in 1980 will remain unaltered during 1981. 
In 1981 negotiations will defirie the regime to 
apply for 1982/83 and which is expected to be 
somewhat more favourable than 1980. In 1982 
negotiations will be held to define the transi- 
tional period to Customs Union, commencing 
in 1984. 


V. What are the difficulties faced? 


It is my personal opinion that the difficulties 
which Cyprus faces in achieving a final agree- 
ment for a Customs Union are mainly due to— 
(a) The fact that individual member-countries 

have national interests and constraints which 

create a “tug-of-war” between them in bar- 
gaining various matters of difference in opi- 
nion; they use therefore “third country 


interests” to give or take in negotiating 
tactics. Hence Cyprus must achieve its tar- 
gets at a time when the national interests 
of most member-siates would tend to coin- 
cide. The fact that the EEC now comprises 
10 countries and is expected to increase to 
12 during the course of the new few years, 
of which at least 3 have similar agricultural 
production patterns as Cyprus, tends to in- 
crease difficulties and requires more care- 
ful planning and continuous action and 
perseverence. 

















(b) The fact that there exists considerable di'- 
ference of opinion among member-states in 
relation to the Common Agricultural Policy 
dces not facilitate substantial improvement 
of concessions to agricultural produce. 
We must hope that the Community’s Co n- 

mon Agricultural Policy will, in the near future, 

become less inflexible and more liberal, for this 

will allow a Customs Union Agreement to evolv 2 

into a dynamic, well-balanced and mutually 

beneficial economic relationship. 


Vi. Is joining the Common Market a panacea” 


Those who may think, however, that joininc 
the EEC is a panacea would be making «é 
grave mistake. 


Agricultural goods are expected to benefit 
from the Customs Union, especially considerinc 
the fairly higher quality and the early production 
capability of our agriculture. Yet prices should 
be confined within competitive iimits through 
effective cost management. By this | would 
warn against the easy solution of subsidies. In 
my opinion subsidies are no answer because 
they do not benefit either the economy or the 
producer. They simply benefit the consumer 
in other countries. 


Measures such as larger farming units,large 
scale cultivation and irrigational systems, con- 
centration of production on specific speciality 
products of high value-added and automate’ 
packaging would be required to contain costs 
of production. 


The impact, however, on a_ considerable 
range of manufactured goods would be un- 
favourable. The Customs Union will lead to a 
very keen competition in the local and export 
markets as a result of the abolition of import 
duties and quantitative restrictions which now 
offer protection to locally manufactured goods; 
competition will also increase because the con- 
sumer will be offered a wider and more diver- 
sified choice. 


Furthermore, the adoption of the Common 
Customs Tariff is expected to cause an increase 
in the cost of raw materials from third countries 
with cost-push effects in production costs. 

Bearing in mind the generai characteristics 
of the manufacturing sector such as the large 
number of production units of small size, the 
family nature, the unfavourable capital struc- 
ture, the dependence on imported raw mate- 
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riais, the low technological level of industry, 
the low utilisation of capacity, the shortage of 
skilled labour etc. it is felt that, unless serious 
steps are taken to restructure our industry, we 
shatl be in for very unpleasant surprises. 

The Government has a serious role to play 
in this transformation through education and 
extension of the necessary services. 

Yet the major responsibility lies with the 
manufactures themselves. Apart from the fact 


that the willingness to change and adjust to 
the challenge must be genuine, it is essential 
for our manufacturers to become more market- 
ing oriented, to encourage specialisation and 
improve organisation and planning procedures. 
Furthermore, the mentality should change to- 
wards joint-ventures and amalgamation for the 
purpose of creating capital intensive, large pro- 
duction units which would allow higher cost 
effectiveness.

USSR GRANTS TWO-BILLION MARKKA KOSTAMUS CONTRACT 
Helsinki HELSINGIN SANOMAT in Finnish 8 Aug 81 p 3 
[Article: "Finland Received Two-Billion Markka Contract for Kostamus"] 


[Text] The 2-billion markka construction contract recently obtained is one of the 
largest that the Finns have ever undertaken. The largest single export transaction 
was the contract agreement for the first phase of Kostamus. When the agreement 

was signed 4 years ago, its value was 2,700 million markkas. However, the true 
value of the contract will increase to approximately 3 billion markkas. 


The contract, which is not yet completed, dealt with mining industry plants as well 
as a 9,000-resident city. It includes, among other things, approximately 9 million 
cubic meters of earth moving, the construction of 40 kilometers of roads as well 

as the construction of industrial plants and a city composed of more than 4 million 
cubic meters. 


The contract for the second and third phases to be signed soon is slightly smaller 
than the first phase at Kostamus. The reason for this is that the basic construc- 
tion work, such as roads, streets, and sewage are already completed. In the next 
phase additional housing and services will be constructed for the town of Kostamus. 
In addition to this, the concentration plant and the pelletizing plant will be ex- 
panded. The production capacity of the combine will be increased threefold in this 
phase. 


The town of Kostamus will be nearly doubled in size. All in all, there will be 
approximately 20,000 residents. At this time there are 1,000 Finnish construction 
workers employe at Kostamus. At its height the complex employed 3,700 people. 
The continuation phase will employ approximately 3,500 Finns at its peak. 


Finn-Stroi presented its contract offer concerning the second and third phases of 
Kostamus to V/O Prommashimport [All-Union Association for the Import of Industrial 
Machinery] in the middle of last November. The Soviets did not ask for any offers 
from any other firms for the continuation work on Kostamus. 


In connection with President Urho Kekkonen's official visit to the Soviet Union 
last November the agreement on the expansion of the Kostamus project by Finnish 
labor was signed between Finland and the Soviet Union. 


It was confirmed by the employer that Finn-Stroi can consider the job its own in- 
asmuch as the contract offer remains resonably unchanged. 
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After the Soviets had studied the offer and conducted technical negotiations, the 
actual trade negotiations lasted 6 months. 


Finn-Stroi has been awaiting a quick signing of the continuation phase so that there 
would be no interval between the first phase and the continuation phases. Now that 
an agreement has been reached continuation work will commence immediately. 


Several Large Agreements Promised 


When a high level Soviet trade delegation arrives in Finland next week, presumably 
several large trade agreements will be brought up for discusion. 


It is very possible that the contract agreement for the second and third phases 
of Kostamus will be signed during the visit of this delegation. 


During the visit negotiations will also be conducted on a large ship order, which 
Valmet is obtaining from the Soviet Union. In connection with this trade a revision 
of the price for natural gas will also be negotiated between Neste anc the Soviet 
supplier. Neste has requested a price reduction since gas which is tied to the 
world market prices of the dollar and crude oil has lost its competitive ability. 
The consumption of gas has fallen off and the amount has never fulfilled the goal 

of the agreement.

AIRBUS PLANS OUTLINED, COMPARED WITH COMPETITION'S 
Paris LE NOUVEL ECONOMISTE in French 8 Jun 81 pp 48-50 
[Article by Philippe Gazier: "The Airbus and Its Brothers"] 


[Text] In leaping to fill the gap of the "150-seater," Airbus 
Industrie no longer intends to merely complete its line, but 
to enlarge the entire European array of aircraft. A new 
industrial battle has been joined against the Americans, a 
battle in which the discussions between aircraft and engine 
manufacturers and carriers of the entire world, meeting for 
10 days at Le Bourget, give a foretaste. 


There will not be any aerial acrobatics at the 34th Bourget Air Show, but there will 
be plenty otf financial, industrial, and commercial gymnastics. At stake: the new 
150-seat aircraft over which the world's aircraft and engine manufacturers and 
carriers are readying themse’~es for battle. They are betting on the future. 


"The Airbus line is too limited to guarantee the permanence of the European aircraft 
industry as a builder of air liners," declared the new president of the Republic, on 
the eve of the election in an interview with the weekly "Air and Cosmos." "For 5 

years we have continually called for the production of a 150-seat short-to-medium 

range carrier.” But, in actual fact, this new aircraft, which was supposed to renew 
the "miracle of the Caravelle" and assure Airbus 30 percent of the market for airliners, 
is still in doubt. 


Precautions 


It could hardly be said that the fine declarations of Chirac and Barre at the 1975 
and 1977 Air Shows have been followed by action. And, still more recently, Giscard 
d'Estaing surrounded himself with precautions: "If the proposed program could count 
on a firm commitment from several companies...on a technology which would insure a 
lasting advantage...and on reasonable expectations of a profitable earnings capacity, 
I would support the start-up of this program." 


Prime Minister Pierre Mauroy confirmed this 13 June at Le Bourget: 1981 will truly 


be the "decisive" year as regards the broadening of Airbus Industrie's activities. 
This is an essential operation for Europe, for France, and for full employment. 
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To the advantage of the Airbus operation, Europe and succeeded in placing itself 
within the unfilled position of two-engine mid-range high capacity carriers which 
has been neglected by the large American aircraft manufacturers. But all of a sudden 
the Americans woke up: Boeing with its 767 in competition with the A310, then 
McDonnell Douglas, number 2 in the United States, and the Dutch Fokker by announcing 
their determination to launch together a program derived from their respective pre- 
liminary designs, the MDF100,--a surprising compromise. And Boeing, the Seattle 
giant, which occupies a nearly impregnable position in the field of four-engine jet 
aircraft (the 747 with 600 seats looms on the horizon), firmly expects to retain its 
position amcng the short-to-medium-range carriers. It is, therefore, the gap of the 
150-seater which, in America as in Europe, has become the game of the manufacturers. 


After coming out of the dry period between 1974 and 1977, Airbus Industrie, with a 
third of all the high capacity aircraft sold in 1979 and 1980, an order book which 
approaches 500 firm orders, and options for two complementary versions of the A300 
(260 seats) and the A310 (200-220 seats), must today hold onto and enlarge its 
position. And it must do so with a two-pronged strategy: set itself more securely 
in its 150-seat stronghold and broaden its line. 


The logical successor to the Airbus is the Super Airbus. This will be the TA9 (TA 
comes from Twin Aisles which means two aisles, a feature of heavy tonnage planes). 

The Super Airbus, also a twin-engine jet, will carry 310-350 passengers and will be 
able to hold up to 400 in the high density version. When, how, and at what price? 

The decision has not yet been made. 


The Field of Battle 


While waiting, Airbus Industrie has begun working on an intermediate aircraft, a 
simple derivative of its A300, the A300-600, which has interested several companies 
and which, beginning in 1983, will be substituted in sequence for the current B4. 

"The fact of having started on the 300-600 gives us time to wait before deciding to 
enter the TAI in the fray," assures Roger Beteille, General Manager of Airbus Industrie 
at Toulouse. It is an operation whose cost is estimated at $1 billion (for it implies 
not only a lengthening and reinforcing of the present fuselage, but also a new airfoil). 


Another logical derivative might be the four-engine jet TAl] (a long-range carrier 
with 200 seats), which has, at the present time, fervent supporters: Henri Ziegler 
former president of Aerospatiale, or Lufthansa, which has declared itself ready to 
buy 20 of them. Capable of covering very long distances (up to 10,000-11,000 kilo- 
meters), this aircraft would be the instrument for direct point to point links--what 
the English call "city pair connections"--those lines on which direct service in a 
Boeing 747, or in a heavy three-engine DC10-30, or a Tristar 1011 is not justified, 
and which is presently provided by the classic four-engine plane, the DC8-60 or the 
Boeing 707. This aircraft would permit Europeans to reappear on the long distance 
subsonic carrier market (abandoned since work was halted on the British Comet IV 
and VCl10). 


The TAll1 could be equiped with a CFM56 (General Electric SNECMA [National Aircraft 
Engine Study and Manufacturing Company]). It would be of interest to the military 
as a tactical transport, as a supply aircraft, or as an observation plane. Finally, 
it would not be very expensive (relatively speaking, of course) for its fuselage 
would be that of the 310 and its airfoil the same as the TA9. 
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But there is industrial logic and there is commercial realism. If it does not appear 
to be necessary that the TAll hold a considerable share of the market (200-300 units), 
all the experts are in agreement that the demand will be at least ten times greater 
for a 150-seat airplane with a "standard" fuselage, but of a totally new design. 


In effect, if the Boeing economists foresee an average annual growth in air traffic 
of 6.9 percent from the present to 1990, the chorus of companies clamors for high 
performance aircraft and one that is the least energy-consuming possible. Perfor- 
mances which call for efforts at the design level, with materials (carbon fiber and 
other composites whose manufacture will be realistically assured in the very near 
future in Aquitaine so as not to depend on the Japanese asa source of supply), motors 
(9-12 tons of thrust) and...budgetary efforts as well. 


"And the problem is that the market doesn't wait for budgets," emphasizes Rene Ravaud, 
CEO of SNECMA and president of the French Aeronautic and Space Industries Group (GIFAS), 
a position he will turn over to General Jacques Mitterrand, CEO of Aerospatiale, some- 
time this summer. 


Is it not then too late for Airbus Industrie? "Certainly not," affirms Bernard Lathiere, 
head of Airbus Industrie, to LE NOUVEL ECONOMISTE. "We are well in advance of our 
competitors, declared or not, and it seems very significant to me that we now have 
offers coming from three engine manufacturers for our A320 project which, even if it 

is not completely perfected, is perfectly believable and expected." 


Apparently the Americans are not afraid. At Toulouse, the team of McDonnell-Douglas- 
Fokker is considered to be merely a simple "MOU" (memorandum of understanding), even 
though, as soon as the agreement was concluded at St. Louis (fief of McDonnell), 
Franz Swartlouw, president of Fokker, went to Tokyo to propose a participation to 

the Nikon Aeroplane Manufacturing Company. 


But whether this new American-Dutch team gets its act together or not, there will 
undoubtedly be another division of responsibilities between the European builders. 
In effect, in official German circles, already burned by the Tornado affair (an 
Anglo-German-Italian fighter plane), and equally by the financial repercussions from 
the Airbus program, they do not appear disposed to strongly participate in the new 
operation whose cost is estimated to be $1.5 billion (it is a question of an entirely 
new plane, integrating all the latest technical innovations and is meant to come as 
close as possible to the requirements of Delta Airlines which would be the purchaser 
of some 150 units, three times more than Air France): at a seat-per-kilometer cost 
10 percent less than that of the present Boeing 727-200.... 


It is, therefore, very likely that the mini-Airbus will have a change of parents: 

they will no longer be France and the Federal Republic of Germany, but France an 
Great Britain, i.e, the Concorde team which will be its chief promoters. On their 
side, the Italians are ready to participate in the operation. Even if Aeritalia is 
already committed, along with Boeing, to the 767 program. It is true that, until 
recently, the presence of a Boeing representative on the Board of Directors of the 
German firm MBB has not prevented that firm from being one of the pillars of Airbus 
Industrie. When the agenda was turned to the matter of Airbus, the Boeing representa- 
tive discreetly left the boardroon.... 
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As for the Spaniards, their participation would probably be the same as it is 
presently, i.e. 4.2 percent. But discussions are under way with other candidates as 
well: Canada, Australia, Japan, even the United States. Nevertheless, in Paris, 

the engineers who report to the Technical Division for Aeronautical Construction 
(military and civil), who are, administratively, the primary guardians of the industry, 
warn: "In order to launch developmental models, we must embark with partners whose 
aircraft industry is at the same technical level as ours." 


Whatever the final rollcall might be, the new aircraft will undoubtedly involve 
a new distribution of tasks. 


"We would like to distribute the load on our factories more evenly," they explain 
at Sir Austin Pearce to the Staff of British Aerospace. "We would willingly leave 
the development of the SA320 airfoil to France, but we would be in the forefront 

of the fabrication of the fuselage and in the functioning of the assembly line." 
But Toulouse replies: "The clientele comes to Toulouse. And the test flights will 
take place in Toulouse," says Boulevard de Montmorency, in the entourage of 

General Mitterrand. 


But whether it is a matter of the rates of participation, the final industrial rollcall, 
or the load on the factories (the assembly line represents 6-7 percent of the 
construction of an airplane), nothing is firm yet. 


Determination 


Therefore a new industrial structure might be put in place for the mini-Airbus program. 
But it would be placed under the same management--the same management, the same sales 
teams, too, that is certain. As for the change of government, that should comfort 

the French resolve. Will it involve the partners’ as well? Probably, but that is 

not yet established. It is a matter of only a few months, one summer perhaps. "In 
order to make a timely appearance on the market in 1986, by counting backward we 
arrive at an effective project starting date of January 1982 at the latest," explains 
Mr Lathiere. Thus, project approval by the Airbus Industrie Board of Directors by 
next November. 


The European "150-seater," which will require two pilots like all the DC9's and most 
of the Boeing 737's (even the future Air France planes)--this model will be made. 
Perhaps in two versions (130 and 160 seats, which will cost 200 million dollars 
more). But there will not be an artificial speed-up in making a decision under 
pressure from various syndicates which for years have clamored for the construction 
of a short-to-medium-range carrier a "bi CFM 56."" The new Airbus will not be a 
politically motivated airplane. But the undiscoverable aircraft may have been found.

NONSOCIALISTS PLAN OFFENSIVE FOR LOCAL ELECTIONS THIS FALL 
Copenhagen INFORMATION in Danish 31 Jul 81 p 2, 3

[Excerpts] We have reached the end of July--and it is raining. It will undoubtedly 
rain 17 November too, when schools will be closed and the Danish population will 
walk through the dark streets to schools and athletic buildings, follow the card- 
board signs done with speed markers to registration tables, be marked off, enter 

a booth and vote. 


It is local election time. Danes will elect men and women to serve on local 
councils. The voice of the people will be heard, telling us whom we trust, who 
shall manage, fight unemployment, set the wheels in motion and pull us out of the 
bottomless debt. 


Then comes the magic moment when we deal politically and, with pencil in hand, bid 
on our children's future and how to prevent threatening catastrophes like the bomb, 
poisoning, futility and poverty. 


But, of course, political deals are made at other times too. 
Summer Debate 


Last week's political debate was triggered by a budget deficit that exceeds the 
legally stipulated limit by 5 billion kroner. 


Leif Glensgard, Progress Party, demanded a special Finance Committee meeting; Jens 
Bilgrav-Nielsen, Radical Liberal Party, felt there might possibly be talk of tight- 
ening monetary policies beyond the stipulated 2 billion krnoer agreed to in May 
Compromise II; Bertil Haarder, Liberal Party, referred to the tightening of monetary 
policies as "backbone reflexes" and demanded cuts in government spending instead. 

He was supported by Conservative Hagen Hagensen: "It is the public economy rather 
than that of the private citizen that must be reorganized." 


The day before the debate started, Danish Federation of Labor (LO) chairman Thomas 
Neilsen delivered another attack on tie government's unemployment-producing policies 
as he left of a vacation and thus expressed LO's opposition to further tightening of 
monetary policies. 
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Within a few days, ingenious political journalists sized up the situation in the 
following manner: unemployment is exploding and the national budget deficit is 
galloping. The government is responding with increased taxes on beer, tobacco and 
alcohol. That will create further unemployment and will not effectively limit the 
deficit. Nonsocialist politicians are demanding government cut-backs and tax 
relief for business. The Industrial Council and the Employers’ Association support 
that demand. 


LO opposes this idea altogether. 
Lack of Tightening 
The idea is good enough, but now new. 


Following the defeat of the income policy and the meager results of the open labor 
negotiations last spring, LO was on the defensive. Labor's basic demand with 
respect to economic policy was: no more tightening. 


Even before a labor agreement had been reached, the government promised LO there 
would be no further change in monetary policies in 1981. 


And the promise was largely kept. While the larger part of the nonsocialist press 
was paralyzed by a strike, Parliament concluded the 1980-81 session quite peace- 
fully without any major tightening.» There were several good reasons for that. 
Firstly, there was a growing concern--among business organizations too--that the 
consequences of the dramatic May ‘80 measures, combined with the serious inter- 
national recession, could be too severe. In many areas, the recession is threatening 
to destroy business opportunities so severely that the may not be re-created. 


Secondly, there was concern about the local elections in November. If you can 
avoid tax increases in an election year, you do it. 


And that was possible. The direct limiting effect on the consumer of tightening 
the monetary policy was not urgently needed. That was taken care of by the 
aftereffects of the May '80 Compromise and international economic conditions. 


It was sufficient tomake minor adjustments, like agreeing on an increase in taxes 
totaling 2 billion kroner that could conveniently be postponed until after the 
local elections. 


It is logical that the nonsocialist opposition would seize the first opportunity to 
adjust the low profile forced upon it during the final debate and, with the aid of 
the press, which is now functioning better in spite of the journalist strike, 
attempt to bring out these facts. 


Monetarism 
LO and the government have but a faint chance confronted with the nonsocialist 


assault, which--if strengthened by a trend in the local elections--could provide 
a victory. 
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Based on attempts, which in the view of trade unions--not only in Denmark, but in 
Europe--are designed to adopt a crisis policy, the large budget deficit is a 
positive element in the present situation. 


Local Elections 


Fall will thus be characterized by a nonsocialist assault on the government's 
relative reserve about economic tightening and cuts. 


Social Democrats will seek to strengthen their defensive position with employment 
initiatives and a special emphasis on youth. Local elections will provide the 
turning point. If the nonsocialist offensive helps to defeat the Social Democratic 
Party, which the latest opinion polls suggest, the nonsocialist offensive can 
definitely be strengthened. 


Then Social Democractic attempts to maintain a dialogue with business organizations 
can be disbanded; the pressure on small coalition parties will increase, and a 
nonsocialist government will seem like a real possibility. 


If the Social Democratic Party wins--which seems unlikely--there is a chance that 
elements in the Keynes Plus strategy: price controls, industrial policies, profit 
sharing and tax reform will have a chance this fall. Of course, even if the con- 
flict between international monetarism and the attempt to renew the Social Democratic 
model is not settled by the pencil on a rainy afternoon in November, it will be part 
of the picture.

LIBERAL-NONSOCIALIST COOPERATION--Liberal Party leaders will now seek cooperation 
with most of the nonsocialist parties in Parliament, including the Radical Liberal 
Party, with respect to a new economic policy. That was decided by the party's 
representatives in Parliament at a summer meeting in Silkeborg yesterday. They 
also announced a long list of legislative proposals this fall concerning public 
spending reforms, tax relief, business incentives and a number of special plans to 
reestablish a sound economy in the agricultural sector. They also want to greatly 
improve economic conditions for families with children and for youth. The Liberal 
Party said in a statement that the Social Democratic government has led the Danish 
community into an economic "blind alley" and, through indecisive defense and secur- 
ity policies, weakened the confidence of our allies and endangered the traditional 
cooperation between parties with respect to defense and foreign policies. In the 
next few months, the Liberal Party leadership will contact Conservatives, Radical 
Liberals, Christian Democrats and the Christian People's Party to investigate the 
possibility of submitting joint proposals concerning business policies and other 
subjects, according to the statement. The Progress Party is not mentioned among 
the parties that might be included in such a close cooperation.

[Interview with Chancellery Chief Manfred Lahnstein by Heiko Martens and Klaus 
Wirtgen of DER SPIEGEL about Helmut Schmidt's economic and security policies" 
""One Can Never Rule Out the Possibility of Error'"] 


[Text] As chancellery chief, Manfred Lahnstein is one of 
Helmut Schmidt's closest advisers. The 43-year-old Rhine- 
lander began his picture book career in 1962 in the DGB 
{German Labor Union Federation]. A business administration 
graduate, he became chief of staff of European Community 
Commissioner Haferkamp in Brussels before the age of 34 
years. In 1973 Willy Brandt appointed the young civil 
servant as director of the economic department in the 
Chancellery. After the change in administration, Lahnstein 
moved to the Ministry of Finance in 1974. In 1977 he 
became under secretary. Before Schmidt named him head of 
the Chancellery last December, he had been offered leading 
positions with the OECD and the International Monetary 
Fund. The financial expert has also been under considera- 
tion for the position of European Community commissioner. 


SPIEGEL: Mr Lahnstein, as chancellery chief you work more closely with Helmut 
Schmidt than does anyone else. How do you explain the fact that despite the com- 
fortable parliamentary majority of the coalition the chancellor is increasingly 
getting into conflicts with his party and also with his coalition partner, the FDP? 


Lahnstein: I don't know if that is happening more frequently than in previous 
parliamentary periods. The most important reason for the difficulties is the 
accumulation of uncommonly complicated problems which perforce lead to debates. 
Implementation of the NATO dual decision is one example, but so are new problems 
in economic development at home and worldwide. We do not have solutions for 
everything ready in our desk. 


SPIEGEL: The chancellor is reacting to criticism with increasing irritation. More 


and more often he threatens to resign. Are these mere airs, or is the federal 
chancellor at present simply sick and tird of governing? 
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Lahnstein: My boss doesn't put on airs. You must not overestimate occasional 
expressions of impatience and disgruntlement. If there is anyone who knows his 
duty and does it to the point of exhaustion, the federal chancellor is and does. 
And that is the way it is going to stay. 


SPIEGEL: The more often Helmut Schmidt swings a club, the more difficult it is to 
distinguish between caprice and serious intention. 


Lahnstein: I cannot go along with that. In fact--and, I think, fairly clearly at 
that--the chancellor has outlined the conditions he thinks are indispensable for 
the work of the government to continue in a productive manner. He wants an 
effective majority in the Bundestag; in other words, he does not want to have to 
depend on votes of the opposition. 


The other thing is implementation of the NATO dual decision as far as both parts 

are concerned--negotiation and counterarming. His has not been the voice of someone 
wanting to express disgruntlement but the voice of one who believes that the people 
are entitled to know with whom they are dealing. 


SPIEGEL: Wasn't it the voice of one who wanted to put pressure on his own party? 
Surely he cannot qualify that ex post facto by saying that his threat was only 
meant for the Americans. 


Lahnstein: Apparently that is the way you saw it. At any rate it was not the 
federal chancellor's intention to put pressure on, let alone blackmail, his party. 
His reference to both parts of the dual decision, you see, was not primarily 
directed at his own party but, for instance, also at those you have mentioned. 


SPIEGEL: There are examples of weak leadership, such as the planned supplying of 
Chile with submarines, and of Saudi Arabia with tanks. In both cases, without 
regard to predictable opposition in the party, the chancellor at first made it known 
that he was planning to make those deals. On pressure by the party he then post- 
poned a decision. | 


Lahnstein: I am afraid this is becoming a rather rough interview. Why shouldn't 
he have? I cannot subscribe to those two imputations. In the first case, as you 
know as well as I, a decision by the Federal Security Council had been on the 
table since summer 1980. In the second case, Saudi Arabia, there was no proposal 
and there was no challenge whatever to the government. In neither case did the 
federal chancellor in any way submit to alleged pressure by the party. 


SPIEGEL: You are now arguing in a highly formalistic manner. 


Lahnstein: A government does have to argue in a proper and formalistic manner. 
How else is it supposed to operate? A government must make decisions which can 
stand up legally if it comes down to it. The citizen must be able to rely on this 
in the future. 


SPIEGEL: Does political leadership consist in working with threats of resignation 
or postponing decisions? 
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Lahnstein: No. The process of considering and deciding about the deals with 
Chile and Saudi Arabia has not been concluded. It is the right, even the duty, 
of a politician also carefully to consider the timing and the circumstances of a 
decision. 


SPIEGEL: In accordance with the opportunism principle? 
Lahnstein: This is not opportunism but political astuteness. 


SPIEGEL: What kind of a role ought to be played in the chancellor's decisions by 
the development of objectives in the party? 


Lahnstein: I can now only comment on that from the point of view of my job... 
SPIEGEL: ...as an administrator of politics and not as a Social Democrat? 


Lahnstein: Quite so. In conducting the business of the Chancellery I can see 
almost every day that there is hardly any important decision that can be taken by 
the government without close contact with the parties supporting it. In the pro- 
cess it also must constantly resort to compromises. But what is being reported 
about developments in parties is not always true. | 


SPIEGEL: You mean that in the SPD there is a silent majority which supports the 
chancellor? 


Lahnstein: I notice with pleasure that what you have just described as a silent 
majority fortunately has also become more articulate in the past few months. I 
merely need cite the whole debate about developments in the Ruhr area--a very 
fruitful debate between the government and an important segment of the party with 
clear objectives of talks on both sides and concrete results. 


SPIEGEL: The SPD in the Ruhr wants billions from Bonn for steel. 

Lahnstein: In Germany concrete results generally have something to do with money. 
SPIEGEL: There is also criticism among the comrades in the Ruhr--for instance, of 
Schmidt's security policy. Doesn't the chancellor make it too easy for himself 

by seeking majorities wherever it happens to suit him? 


Lahnstein: That would be wrong. I don't think the chancellor does that. 


SPIEGEL: Mr Lahnstein, while you have sat in his antechamber, has Helmut Schmidt 
made any mistakes in dealing with his party. 


Lahnstein: No. 


SPIEGEL: Do you in fact consider it your duty to go along with whatever the 
chancellor does? Or do you also regard yourself as a challenging critic of your 
boss? 


Lahnstein: Critical advice is the traditional privilege of a professional civil 
servant; it goes without saying that criticism is part of my job. 
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SPIEGEL: If you really mean that seriously, it is puzzling that you reply with 
such an unequivocal no to the question as to whether the chancellor has made mistakes 
in dealing with his party. 


Lahnstein: And you sometimes raise more questions than is right and proper. If I 
said yes, you next question would be, "In what respect?" By that time I would 
have to say no; so it is better for me to say no right off. 


SPIEGEL: Helmut Schmidt is not only having difficulties with his own party; his 
Liberal coalition partner complains about instances of the chancellor being brusque, 
particularly vis-a-vis Hans-Dietrich Genscher. 


Lahnstein: Listening to your questions, I get the impression that you are having 
difficulties with the federal chancellor. In my case it isn't nearly as bad... 


SPIEGEL: You have the opportunity every day to ask him yourself. 


Lahnstein: That may be so. The alleged brusqueness is not a predominant impression 
on my part--not in the past few weeks either. Even if the chancellor occasionally 
is rude in a fairly small circle of people--for instance, in the coalition discus- 
sion---after long days of tough negotiations about important questions of economic 
policy, it surely is no catastrophe. With other persons it may manifest itself 
somewhat more subtly. 


SPIEGEL: Let us take a couple of examples. In the coalition negotiations after 
the Bundestag elections there was such a row about codetermination that Schmidt 
refused to continue the negotiations and Brandt had to substitute for him. In the 
latest budget negotiations Schmidt and Genscher got into a heated argument because 
the chancellor claimed that his deputy did not have the needed economic insight. 


Lahnstein: I will not report about coalition negotiations... 
SPIEGEL: ...Only issue denials... 
Lahnstein: ...not even about those which I attended. 


SPIEGEL: Coalition governments depend particularly on stabilizing factors, such 
as good personal relations between politicians. In the past there was the friend- 
ship between Brandt and Scheel. Such a thing is lacking at present. 


Lahastein: There is a close partnership between the federal chancellor and the 
deputy chancellor. Please don't forget that Schmidt and Genscher after all have 
been conducting affairs jointly for more than 7 years. Sure, there are differences 
in temperament, but it is no more than that. For that reason the one rumor or other 
that you hear leaves me cold. 


SPIEGEL: They are not just rumors. The foreign minister publicly accused the 
chancellor of having invented the supplementary tax. 


Lahnstein: You will appreciate the fact that as a civil servant I cannot comment 
on remarks by politicians. But to keep the record straight, the supplementary tax 
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has not been invented either by the chancellor or by anyone else. The supplementary 
tax has existed for many years as part of Article 106 of the Basic Law. There is 
no need whatsoever to invent anything. 


SPIEGEL: It was a question of now putting it into effect. 


Lahnstein: It was put into effect for the first time by Franz Josef Strauss. The 
supplementary tax is a possible tool for contributing to growth and employment 
policy. And so this idea was brought up for discussion by the DGB--as you can con- 
firm by looking at the record. 


SPIEGEL: The FDP chairman, however, neither accused the fathers of the Basic Law 
nor quoted the example of Franz Josef Strauss but noted that the federal chancellor 
had brought up the supplementary tax for discussion at this time. Surely this 
means that Schmidt was being blamed for the disputes. 


Lahnstein: I cannot concur in that opinion. Let me remind you that as far back 

as 30 July--in other words, on the day he announced the cabinet decisions on budget 
policy at the national press conference--the chancellor made the following precise 
statement on the question of the supplementary tax: "What is more important...how- 
ever is that one must not bring up the question of raising funds as long as it is 
not clear for what purposes and with how much of a chance of success the funds are 
to be collected." And he want on to say: "It first has to be established whether 
and to what extent and in what way it is possible to lend additional assistance 

to competitiveness, the structures and employment." 


SPIEGEL: Did the federal chanceller perhaps misjudge the effect when he proposed 
the supplementary tax in the coalition negotiations and thus endangered the success 
of the 1982 economy action? 


Lahnstein: Let me say once more and as clearly as I can: This is an imputation 
pure and simple. 


SPIEGEL: ...but a just one... 


Lahnstein: No, it is an incorrect imputation to make someone, particularly the 
federal chancellor, the originator of the supplementary tax. What is correct is 
that in preliminary talks of SPD bodies, particularly at the big meeting--in other 
words of the leader of the SFX Bundestag deputies, the party executive and so 
forth... 


SPIEGEL: ...the so-called fishermen's choruses of the SPD... 


Lahnstein: ...there existed very far reaching agreement about what still needs to 
be done to supplement economy decisions. That is where the question of funding 
arose. The finance minister and others, including the federal chancellor, made it 
clear that it really was not possible to come up with these supplementary funds 
through additional loans, and that this did not leave very many other possibilities. 


SPIEGEL: The trade unions, but also SPD Deputy Chairman Hans-Juergen Wischnewski, 
played up the supplementary tax as the criterion as to who would prevail in the 
1982 budget--the SPD or the FDP. Can Schmidt still climb down from the tax? 
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Lahnstein: The DGB never understood the supplementary tax, as it were, as an off- 
setting punitive action for higher incomes but as a funding instrument for employ- 
ment and growth measures. Hans-Juergen Wischnewski too said: If there exist other - 
reasonable funding possibilities, tell us what they are, because we are prepared 

to talk about it. I regard that as an outstanding basis. 


SPIEGEL: Are there other funding possibilities? 


Lahnstein: One needs to realize quite clearly that as far as taxing the citizen 

is concerned we have reached a limit where one must ask oneself with all thorough- 
ness whether it can be hurdled--independently of the economic situation. Nor do we 
want to solve a problem primarily caused by economic trends. When, as the govern- 
ment, we talk about questions of growth and investment policy, we in fact talk 

about medium-term and structural problems. The federal government in any case 

must also look into the question as to whether even greater economies can be made. 
The finance, economic and labor ministers will submit the results of their delibera- 
tions on 2 September. Then a decision about funding additional measures will have 
to be made. 


SPIEGEL: Abroad too, the chancellor owes a good deal of his reputation to his 
economic successes. Has Helmut Schmidt--like other Western statesmen long before 
him--now arrived at a point where he doesn't know what to do? 


Lahnstein: First, as regards my boss's reputation, you will not be able to blemish 
it through this interview either. 


Secondly, it is probably correct to say that we don't have any fully convincing 
answers to many complicated and partly also new problems, which moreover are almost 
all international ones, and nowhere... 


SPIEGEL: ...above all, different [in italics] answers everywhere. 


Lahnstein: You have different answers everywhere [last word in italics]. We no 
longer have the kind of international agreement in analysis that we still had 
about 3 years ago. If you went into a session of the International Monetary Fund 
cy the OECD about 3 or 4 years ago, you obtained a clear view about the analysis 
an. the reaction a great deal faster. 


SPIEGEL: Rates of growth are no longer as high as they used to be. With all his 
economic expertise, isn't the chancellor reacting to this too late? 


Lahnstein: If you look at the primarily structural changes in the German economy 

in the past 10 to 15 years, I know of no politician who has analyzed them and also 
shaped them any faster or lastingly than Helmut Schmidt. This is true of the 
initiation of a real debate on energy policy in the Federal Republic, which amounted 
to more than just a social policy for miners. It is true of the role of the mark 
in a world of free exchange rates, and it is also true of the European Monetary 
System... 


SPIEGEL: It is certainly not the case as far as indebtedness and the reaction to 
higher unemployment are concerned. 
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Lahnstein: It is also unequivocally true in toto af the question of incurring 
public debts. Incident:ally, in 1982 we will probably achieve a growth greater than 
1 1/2 percent-~admitteily starting from a very low level. 


SPIEGEL: In the coalition negotiations between the SPD and the FDP in 1980, a } 
government program was submitted which now, after no more than half a year, could 
no longer be financed. The analyses turned out to be no longer correct. 


Lahnstein: I will not ask iust who it is who in fact has to submit analyses and 
prognoses. In any case not the Federal Chancellery, let alone the federal chancellor 
--to make sure that the responsibility is not placed wrongly. | 


SPIEGEL: Perhaps the minister of economics? 


Lahnstein: In this country the chancellor is not responsible for economic forecasts 
or for structural prognoses or for drafting a medium-term financial plan. The 
federal government cooperates closely with the academia. Nevertheless, one can 
rule out completely the possibility of error. 


SPIEGEL: Theoretically this is correct, but he has never left any doubt about 
considering himself to be the most competent economist of this government. 


Lahnstein: I have never heard him say so, though you evidently have. 
SPIEGEL: At least that has been his attitude. 


Lahnstein: You have been observing my boss for a long time. He is in fact a very 
competent economist. 


SPIEGEL: Did Schmidt not for too long stamp as dreamers all those who gave an 
early warning, calling for an adjustment to low, even zero, growth. 


Lahnstein: No. And why should he have? Surely it is not the job of a federal 
government to adjust to zero growth but to overcome zero growth. A government 
cannot be out to distribute want but has to eliminate want. And want can hardly 
be eliminated except through growth. 


I--and I speak quite personally now--would never advise the chancellor to go ahead 
and adjust to 10 years' zero growth. No, the task must be to achieve adequate real 
growth. 


SPIEGEL: No one disputes your right to make prosperity the political objective. 
But doesn't the chancellor also have to think about a just distribution of want, 
as was already preached in the SPD years ago? 


Lahnstein: Surely it cannot be the task of one making economic policy to preach 
or reject sermons or implement sermons. You can have different ideas about social 
and economic trends, but a mark you can spend only once, and so it is better to 

do so to increase prosperity than to administer want. 


SPIEGEL: One of those preachers, SPD leftist Henning Scherf, told us recently that 
it was now necessary to proceed from a policy of distribution to one of redistribu- 
tion. 
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Lahstein: A policy which substitutes redistribution for increasing prosperity 
ends up distributing shortcomings. That is something I cannot support. 


SPIEGEL: Schmidt is at even far greater odds with his party as far as security 
policy is concerned. How does the chancellor intend to cope with the growing 
opposition in the SPD to the NATO dual decision? 


Lahnstein: My advise is fairly simple: He must see to it that the position of the 
SPD--after all, he is also deputy party chairman, which must not be wholly over- 
looked... 


SPIEGEL: ...unfortunately or thank God? 


Lahnstein: Thank God. The SPD does not only consist of people whose views differ 
from those of the federal chancellor. He must see to it that the position of the 
SPD is unequivocal and internally consistent. And now I ask you to consider this, 
even if you find it difficult: All decisions the party has taken so far on 
security policy questions not only bear the signature of party Deputy Chairman 
Helmut Schmidt, but he also participated in shaping them. 


SPIEGEL: Does the chancellor also have to comprimise with his critics halfway? 
Lahnstein: That also means compromising with the critics. 

SPIEGEL: How is he supposed to manage that? 

Lahnstein: First through discussion. Part of the criticism also manifests itself 
within the party at places which are accessible to the federal chancellor. I 
don't know if you are aware of the great effort and care he devotes to his 
electoral district. On the party executive, in the presidium-~there is discussion 
everywhere. I don't know of any debate the chancellor tried to get out of. 

Go ahead and name a politician in a comparable position, national or international, 
who would have bothered to defend his views at an event such as the Protestant 

Lay Conference. 

SPIEGFL: There is no one in this country with comparable responsibility. 
Lahnstein: International, then. 


SPIEGEL: There are no international lay conferences. 


Lahnstein: There are similar debates, though. God knows, the chancellor has not 
tried to get out of any debate. 


SPIEGEL: He found it difficult to be permitted to participate in the debate there. 
And he certainly was not supported by a majority of those present. 


Lahnstein: No, that would have been a miracle if you look at the composition of the 
lay conference and its environment. Now, with due respect to lay conferences, the 
assent of a lay conference, though an important factor, is not the only factor in 
German politics. 
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SPIEGEL: The latest decision by the U.S. President to produce the neutron bomb 
shows that those skeptics are right who doubt that the Americans seriously intend 
to talk with the Soviets about armament controls. 


Can such negotiations in fact begin before the end of this year, as the chancellor 
demands? 


Lahnstein: The federal chancellor did not make such a demand. The timetable was 
set by NATO in Rome in May. 


SPIEGEL: But Schmidt inquired about it expressly. Ronald Reagan had to confirm the 
date to him in a letter. 


Lahnstein: Sure. I only wanted to point out that it is a question here of an 
agreement within NATO and that the federal chancellor of course was affected 
positively by President Reagan's confirmation of that agreement. 


SPIEGEL: Might the Soviet Union now refuse to start negotiations? 


Lahnstein: I don't want to retrace that. There is a clearly defined area--mediun- 
range weapons-~about which there are to be negotiations. It is this area on which 
negotiations will have to concentrate for a start. 


A counterquestion: Should we perhaps withdraw our readiness to negotiate--for 
example, because on enormous naval force of the Warsaw Pact has been moving around 
in the Baltic in the past few weeks? 





SPIEGEL: The decision to build the neutron bomb surely cannot be compared to a 
maneuver in the Baltic. 


Lahnstein: Of course the comparison is lopsided, but let me ask you: When one 
analyzes the current threat, which side is lopsided? 


SPIEGEL: The Western side, we think. The Europeans are interested in negotiations 
about medium-range missiles taking place. 


Lahnstein: Quite so. There will be such negotiations. It is a little early to 
form a well-founded judgment about all the consequences of the U. S. decision. As 
far back as 3 years ago, a very intensive and disputatious debate took place about 
what Contribution would be made to the equilibrium or instability between East and 
West by this weapon, described in German somewhat incorrectly as the neutron weapon. 
I am inclined to believe that the same thing will happen again now. I am warning 
against rash conclusions. 


SPIEGEL: The neutron bomb makes sense only if it is employed in the Federal Republic 
and in other European countries. 


Lahnstein: Unfortunately all these developments are particularly explosive for us 
in the Federal Republic. But this is not a very new phenomenon either. We have 
had to live for tens of years with the fact that we are a combat area in a great, 
a very great deal of scenarios. For that reason the government persists in a 
policy of armament control. 
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SPIEGEL: It would be all the more important for the chancellor to be included in 
such decisions by Washington. Does Schmidt not have to feel thac he has been 
duped by Reagan? 


Lahnstein: There have been clear--incidentally, fairly old-agreements about this: 
the decision concerning the production of neutron bombs is strictly the Americans' 
business, and they need not consult the Europeans. This was stressed by the 
chancellor as far back as 13 April 1978. Consultations have to be conducted by them 
only when they intend to station neutron bombs on this country. 


SPIEGEL: Aren't you going a bit far in your understanding for Reagan's decision? 


Lahnstein: I don't think so. And you did not ask me about the U.S. decision but 
about whether the federal chancellor considers himself duped. No. What the 
Americans did was done in accordance with previous agreements. I do not want to 
examine the question as to whether one could not have acted otherwise. 


SPIEGEL: Once neutron bombs come off the assembly line and arsenals in the United 
States are full of them, it is surely more than probable that they will also be 
stationed in the Federal Republic. 


Lahnstein: There will then have to be previous ccnsultations about it. This 
happens to be the firm NATO agreement... 


SPIEGEL: ...which shows how powerless we are. 


Lahnstein: Well, we just aren't the biggest in the world. We have to put up with 
that. But that doesn't mean that we are entirely powerless. 


SPIEGEL: Once again: What does the Reagan decision signify as far as armament 
control is concerned? 


Lahnstein: As you know, not only one country of the world is thinking about the 
question of neutron bombs. You can imagine that quite variable connections can be 
established between neutron bombs on the one side and other weapons on the other 
side. 


The U.S. decision must spur us on to place clear emphasis on armament control 
inclusive of neutron bombs. 


SPIEGEL: Has this task been made even more difficult by Reagan's surpirse decision? 


Lahnstein: The fact that one could have imagined, for instance, a different moment 
for making the decision apparently has also been discussed within the U.S. govern- 
ment itself, judging from reports from Washington. 


SPIEGEL: They say that Helmut Schmidt is not afraid of a conflict with the U.S. 
President. Has the time for it arrived? 


Lahnstein: If my memory about the world economic summit in Ottawas serves me, it 
did become clear what the areas were in which, as a European, and particularly also 
as a German, one would sometimes have to argue with the big ally. 
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SPIEGEL: You mean the German criticism of U.S. interest rates and Schmidt's 
advocacy of the natural gas deal with the USSR? 


Lahnstein: After all, we don't blend in perfectly in every respect. How could it 
be so? The Federal Republic must also advocate its own interests. 


SPIEGEL: Soon Leonid Brezhnev will come to Bonn. Does the neutron bomb not make 
it more difficult for Schmidt to plan putting in a word for an early Brezhnev- 
Reagan summit meeting during that visit? Isn't he bound to get into a fight with 
Washington for that reason alone? 


Lahnstein: The federal government assumes that the general secretary will continue 
to want to discuss with the federal chancellor the questions which he presumably 
was interested in when he proposed the meeting. Just what they will be exactly, 

we do not yet know for sure. 





The federal chancellor assumes that he will not only discuss bilateral problems 

during the talk but will also talk about means of furthering contacts, dialogues 
and negotiations. To do so, the German federal chancellor does not have to make 
an impression through some striking demeanor before Brezhnev's visit. 


SPIEGEL: Mr Lahnstein, the halfway mark of this legislative period is in sight. 
No later than 1983 Schmidt will have to make up his mind whether to run once more 
in 1984. What do you think his decision will be? 


Lahnstein: This is very much of a personal decision. I don't know what it is. I 

do, however, notice every day by what great sense of duty our federal chencellor 

is motivated. That certainly will not change by 1983. 

SPIEGEL: Will he declare his intention in 1983? 

Lahnstein: It was you who mentioned 1983. It may be the right time, and it may 

also be later. I don't know. That question too will root in the federal chancellor's 
personal considerations and, on the other hand, in the overall political trend. It 
also depends on other dates and schedules. It must be a reasonable moment, between 


now and the next election campaign. 


SPIEGEL: Does the answer to the question as to whether Schmidt once more will lead 
the SPD into an election campaign in 1984 also depend on whether the government 
will again have a better public image after the budget negotiations? 

Lahnstein: As for the federal chancellor's image, I am satisfied with it. 

SPIEGEL: And as far as the government is concerned? 

Lahnstein: Satisfied as well. 


SPIEGEL: And how about your party? 


Lahnstein: As for the public image of my party, I am not entirely satisfied. But 
we socialists will manage. 


SPIEGEL: Thank you for this interview, Mr Lahnstein.

SUOMINEN COMMENTS ON CHANCES FOR CONSERVATIVES IN CABINET 
Helsinki UUSI SUOMI in Finnish 30 Jul 81 p 8 


[Interview with Finnish Conservative Party Chairman Ilkka Suominen by Petri Aho- 
niemi; date and place not specified] 


[Text] Conservative Party Chairman Ilkka Suominen does not predict any real dif- 
ficulties for the government in the fall. The Conservative Party is observing 
the preparation of the budget and will intervene if there is reason. Suominen es- 
timates that the compilation of a neutral budget will succeed. 


If anyone will cause the government to fall, it will be the Communists. The situ- 
ation is too good for the Center Party. It will remain in the government even if 
Koivisto's public favor should fall. 


There have been many predictions about difficulties in compiling this fall's bud- 

get; it has been said that it will become a stumbling block for the government if 

the parties do not compromise on their demands. However, Chairman Ilkka Suominen 

does not believe that it will be any more difficult than in previous years to com- 
pile a budget. 


"Politically, it can, of course, be difficult if this is what is wanted. As long 
as Koivisto is the prime minister, a man who is not easily provoked, there should 
be no major difficuities in creating a budget. We are getting by with an adjust- 
ment loan. Pekkala has definitely announced that expenditures will not be increased. 


"The Conservative Party, for its part, will take a good look at whether the budget 
will turn out to be Pekkala's mentioned ‘neutral budget', which will take into ac- 
count the effect of inflation in taxation, labor contracts, and will attempt to 
retain our realistic price competitiveness. Presumably, there will be no surpri- 
ses. Pekkala has been a surprisingly good finance minister," boasts Suominen. 


"It has been stated in public several times already that with respect to employment 
Kajanoja's measures do not work. Indeed the solution lies with the private sector," 
states Suominen. Suominen sees the government's past policy as an interesting bud- 
get issue from the point of view of his party. He does not expect tax increases, 
but wonders whether anything will come of the transition to a value added tax: 
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"Through Vayrynen the Center Party has talked in favor of this. Now it is to be 
seen whether the Center Party intends to push it through with its advertised firm- 
ness. 


"Now is the best time to make a permanent transition to the elimination of the 
sales tax for enterprises. We are headed toward a recession in the fall. This 
measure would not accelerate inflation and would be the best medicine for stimu- 
lating the economy. It would cause investments to move. This matter has our un- 
reserved support," announced Suominen in the direction of the center. 


Suominen sees the issue of an early pension for front line veterans as another in- 
teresting issue this fall. According to the original formula the early pension 
would include approximately 6,000 veterans. We are now in the process of limiting 
the scope of this group by making some points of the legislation subject to disa- 
bility pensions. 


"Thus the law would include only 1,400--1,500 veterans. If it goes through in this 
form, it will not receive our approval. It is unreasonable if after many years | 
of struggling, a compromise is made while general pensions are being raised," states 
Suominen. 


Will The Communists Dissolve The Government? 


Since the Center Party is being "supported" by Prime Minister Koivisto's popula- 
rity, it is seen in certain circles as reason for the Center Party to try to dis- 
solve the government. Suominen does not believe this is sufficient reason. 


"The party that dissolves the government will not have a good reputation -- especi- 
ally if the reason is such as the one mentioned above. The Center Party has so 
many reasons and benefits for staying in the government that it is worthwhile for 
it to do so. In questions concerning policy lines it can count on our support. 

The situation is to their benefit," states Suominen. 


f vestion] Who will then dissolve the government if it is dissolved? 


[Answer] The SKDL [Finnish Peoples Democratic League] is the only one which would 
undertake this because of its own internal situation, which continues to be un- 
changed. The Commumists must decide whether they want to be in opposition as a 
mass movement or strive to have an effect in the government in their divided state. 


[Question] Such a departure would mean an opening of the door to the government 
for the Conservative Party? 


[Answer] Indeed, of the four large parties three should be in the government. Not 
necessarily all four. However, the government must first be dissolved before a 
new type of government base can be contemplated. The situation is the same as in 

a marriage. A divorce must occur before a new marriage can take place. 


[Question] In the opinion of the other parties has there occurred a significant 
change in the attitude toward the Conservative Party? 


[Answer] Years ago it was declared in the Center Party that the government could 
be expanded toward the right. 
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[Question] This is frequently interpreted only as a tactical statement since it 
is known that the SKDL will not join the Conservative Party in the same government. 


[Answer] True, the Center Party must answer to its rank and file since there are 
noises coming from that direction as to why the Conservative Party is not in the 
government. Now it can be said that "we are for it, but the leftwing is not". 


[Question] And what about the Social Democratic Party and the Conservative Party? 


[Answer] Even though the SDP disparages ruling partners, the party is no longer 
obligating itself to a certain government base, but is looking for ruling partners 
"on the basis of life and reality". A softening has occurred. 


The SKDL will, on the other hand, have to follow the Social Democrats. If the Soc- 
ial Democrats were to make a positive decision, the Communists would have to re- 
evaluate their position. Everything depends on everything. 


We are not impatient. We have been able to make use of our forces in opposition 
and the increased power in the local municipalities has even overworked our ma- 
chinery. 


Next Spring’s Parliamentary Elections? 


[Question] If the government were to be dissolved in the fall, it would probably 
mean parliamentary elections next spring according to Ilkka Suominen? 


[Answer] Except for the SKDL the support of the ruling parties has recently been 
on the increase just as it has for the Conservative Party so that there is a de- 
sire to measure support. 


In this way the parliamentary elections would be out of the way before the presi- 
dential elections. 7 


We would then proceed into the presidential elections from the basis of normal el- 
ections. 


[Question] When will a candidate be chosen? 


[Answer] All decisions will be made in time ... Presumably next year when we have 
our extraordinary congress. Another possibility is in the spring of 1983. 


Question] It is argued that a suitable candidate will not be found from within 
the Conservative Party? 


[Answer] Indeed someone will be found. As the elections approach there is gen- 
erally an overabundance of candidates. So far there have been no offers, they have 
been considering the matter in silence...

SAARINEN CRITICIZES NATO EXERCISE--Communist Party Chairman Aarne Saarinen is con- 
demning NATO's naval exercises next fall as provocative. Sunday's KANSAN UUTISET 
printed on its front page Saarinen's stand in its entirety. According to Saarinen 
the exercises, which will extend to the Soviet border in the Baltic Sea, are an 
example of the U.S. leadership's aggressive policy. According to Saarinen the ex- 
ercises confirm the negative attitude of the United States toward peace-strength- 
ening negotiations with the Soviet Union. The provocative and inflammatory nature 
of the exercises is further emphasized by the fact that NATO's operation also in- 
cludes the naval forces of several reactionary South American states, writes Saari- 
nen. Saarinen has pointed out that the agrresive and protective policy of the Uni- 
ted States with respect to its European allies is now igniting a growing peace move- 
ment and an aspiration for a more independent policy in Western Europe. Saarinen 
considers it a positive sign that Norway has refrained from participating in these 
naval exercises.

FORMER CABINET MINISTER CRITICIZES AVEROF 
Athens ELEVTHEROS KOSMOS in Greek 21 Jul 81 pp l, 6 


[Text] Konst. A. Thanos, in referring to the announcements by Deputy Premier 
E. Averof on the economic measures of the government, made the following 
statements: 


"Unfortunately, the last opportunity has been missed which the government had 

to show that it understands the critical nature of the country's economic 
Situation and to begin taking the requisite bold and radical measures. The 
measures announced by Averof cannot be regarded as measures of economic policy. 
They are merely common vote-hunting measures. Obviously Mr Averof has not 
understood that the country's economy is in a state o* collapse. It seems that 
he merely presumed that the only thing which is needed is simply the promise 

to grant certain loans, which Greeks are not even going to avail themselves of 
because the plain truth is that they are not even exhibiting any spending interest. 
It is curious that Averof, as a superintendent over the finances of the govern- 
ment, has not comprehended that the economic crisis in this country is not merely 
a problem of granting certain loans, but a problem of the sharp slippage of 

basic parameters of the economy. 


"It is an affront to the people, and especially to the distressed producers and 
consumers, that whereas the increase in incomes has fallen to 0 percent, that 
whereas the increase in industrial production has also fallen to 0 percent, that 
whereas investments are showing strictly a decline, whereas the deindustrialization 
of the country has begun, whereas unemployment is running between 9 and 12 percent, 
whereas inflation is already running at a rate of 26.3 percent (we had predicted 
27 percent for the current year), whereas the public debt has tripled within 

7 years, whereas the budget deficit has increased eightfold, and whereas the 
disorganization of the economic system has disrupted the mecha::isms of the 
commodities market, Averof presumed that the only thing which the Greek economy 
was in need of was simply a few loans of a vote-getting nature. It is surprising, 
and at the same time extremely disquieting, that Averof has made an appearance 

in which he makes announcements about matters which would have been more 
appropriately announced by a director of the Ministry of Coordination. Does 
Averof really believe that the measures which he announced can be taken seriously 
into consideration by the Greek people? The measures announced by Averof are 

a continuation of the tactics by the administrations of the last 7 years, which 
offer trivial solutions to the country's great problems. And the greater the 
problems are, the more trivial have been and are the solutions which are given 
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by those in the government. The recent example of Averof's announcements 
constitutes the most obvious demonstration of the pettiness of the solutions 
being offered to the country's swollen economic problem. 


"We do not make the demand on those ND officials who have failed in the financial 
sector that they understand the critical nature of the economic slippage, or that 
they appear with a bold program of coordinated economic measures and with a 
change of direction with respect to the socialistic misunderstanding under which 
the governing party is functioning. But we do demand that on financial matters 
the officials exhibit at least a small degree of seriousness in their announce- 
ments. We understand that since Averof is indirectly responsible, in that he has 
been a member of the administrations of the last 7 years, he could not venture 

to take stock of the economic situation. To do so would have enjoined the 
implementation of our proposal for a single emergency program of economic 
stabilization over a 2-year period and for one unified financial balance 
(including also the expenditures of the public organizations), also for a 

2-year period. But we do not believe that Averof had the right to talk nonsense 
on international economic developments and to insult us with the apparent 
ingenuousness of the economic measures announced by him. Therefore, let us 
resign ourselves to the fact that both Averof and those colleagues of his who 

are involved in finances--who, I note, are the same people who brought the 
country's economy to its present plight--are not going to comprehend the 
seriousness of the situation and take the indicated measures. It is worth noting 
that the savings in expenditures which Averof refers to cannot in fact exceed 

600 million drachmas for the coming 8 months--that is, in reality expenditures 
are not going to be reduced substantially."

GENERAL ELECTIONS MAY BE HELD IN OCTOBER 
Athens ELEVTHEROS KOSMOS in Greek 21 Jul 81 ppl, 6 


: 
[Text] It is considered very likely that by about the middle of August President 
of the Republic Kon. Karamanlis will have come to a decision on a definite date 
for the elections, which in any case are scheduled for sometime within the first 
20 days of the month of October. According to reports from reliable sources, 
this is the conclusion which was reached after yesterday's hour-long meeting 
which Karamanlis had with the leader of the official opposition, PASOK chairman 
Andr. Papandreou. At this meeting--which according to the same reports was 
friendly and cordial, with the talk being conducted in a very warm atmosphere-- 
Papandreou expressed the view that he would not have any objection to having 
the elections take place on 4 or on 11 October, assuming of course that this 
is agreeable to the government as well. But Karamanlis told Papandreou that 
he will invite him again to the Presidential Palace to have a final discussion 
on the subject of fixing the date of the elections. 


Yesterday's meeting between Karamanlis and Papandreou was held at the Presidential 
Palace. According to an announcement issued by the president's office, Karamanlis 
welcomed Papandreou, who briefed him “on his recent contacts in West Germany, 

and at that point related to him his views on some of the country's domestic 

and foreign problems.” 


Aside from this simple announcement, nothing was made known about the tenor 
of this talk. Furthermore, PASOK did not issue a more enlightening announcement 
on the talk. 


In referring to yesterday's meeting between Karamanlis and Papandreou, PASOK 
circles are observing that the leader of the official opposition was satisfied 
with this talk. 


It was being said further that of course before his next meeting with Papandreou, 
the president of the Republic will meet with Premier G. Rallis, to whom he will 
communicate the views of the leader of the official opposition. 


It is figured that the two political leaders will agree on the date for the 
elections, at which time the president of the Republic will be able to announce 
the date of dissolution of the Chamber of Deputies and the proclamation of the 
elections, after he has first entertained the suggestion of the premier on this. 
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Assuming that Premier Rallis accepts in principle the date which the chairman 

of PASOK is arguing for, it is possible that the premier may send a letter to 

the president of the Republic in which he will state that the present Chamber of 
Deputies has come to the end of its life and should be dissolved, so that elections 
can be proc)aimed immediately. 


In any case, it is considered certain that within the next few days the relevant 
deliberations will begin, from which it will be possible to draw some reasonable 
conclusion as to the precise date for the holding of these elections. 


Statements and Count:er-statements by Papandreou and Averof 


On Sunday, in commenting on the measures which Evang. Averof has announced, 
PASOK chairman Andreas Papandreou stated the following: 


“And then there was light. After a ‘profound study’ of international economic 
conditions as well as of the course of the Greek economy, thus spake the new 
governmental super-coordinator: First, the crisis has been introduced from abroad. 
The administrations of the New Democracy Party (ND), like white doves, bear no 
responsibility for the economic impasse which the country has been led into. 
Secondly, an austere house-cleaning is called for. An end to appointments of 

‘our people.’ An end to the deficits of the State. But the super-coordinator 

has forgotten to inform the Greek people that the deficit in the public sector 

for 1981 is fixed at the unprecedented and extremely dangerous level of 

300 billion drachmas. Thirdly, it is within the framework of this ‘house-cleaning' 
that Averof's 12 commandments are resolutely announced--that is, a number of 
vote-hunting measures which, although aimed at the beautification of the ND's 
undemocratic and inconsistent economic policy, are not going to check the downward 
course of recession to which this policy has led.” 


Mr Averof 
In answer to the above, Evang. Averof made the following statement: 


"It is natural for Papandreou to speak sarcastically. It is the only thing 
which he could do, both as a professor of conservative political economy for 
many years and as a skillful populist politician. 


"As a professor, because he has perceived that the measures which were announced 
mean a reduction in the expansions of the public sector and a corresponding 
financing of the productive private sector, which combats inflation above all 
and stimulates the economy. And as a populist politician, because he has 
comprehended that with its proclamation of truth and house-cleaning and with the 
many small but productive objectives which this policy aims at, the measures 
which were announced have had an unprecedented effect which will aid in the 
recovery of the economy. Although from his statement and from the inaccurate 
figure of 300 billion which he mentions, the chairman of PASOK does not seem to 
be hoping for this. We ourselves do hope for it. 


"We know the difficulties, but we are striving and will continue to strive 
whole-heartedly for this, with whatever meais there are. 





"Neither have we discovered the oil wells of Kuwait in Greece, nor have we 
implied either by our measures or by our tone that "there was light." The light 
will come shortly. 


"And at that time, those who are now promising everything will be compelled to 
acknowledge this, because it will emanate from the people, and they will be 
obliged to pass from noisemaking into the shadows." 


Rejoinder by Papandreou 
In his subsequent reply, Papandreou said: 


"I am particularly pleased that a few weeks before *%:... 4-year term of the present 
ND administration expires--and expires with its finai roundering--Averof has 
discovered that loans must be given for productive investments. But Mr Averof 
has a duty to furnish full explanations to the productive classes of the country 
and to the toiling Greek people about the tremendous deficit in the public sector 
which has taken shape for 1981. 


"We call on him once again to inform the Greek people about what the levels will 
be for the deficits in the regular budget, in the investment budget, and in the 
budget for public utilities. 


"And we also call on the 'housekeceper-supercoordinator' to explain to the Greek 
people about the unbudgeted sums squandered at the altar of party interests." 


Rejoinder by Averof 
Finally, in replying in turn, Averof stated: 


"Tne latest challenge by A. Papandreou is answered in a wire from REUTER, which 
concerns a report by the IMF on the true economic situation. 


“Papandreou tries to limit, as a local phenomenon, a cause which an international 
organization of great authority acknowledges as a worldwide phenomenon, with 

his being indifferent to the question of whether or not it could harm our economy 
in this way. 


"In my announcements, I did not conceal the difficulties which we face, but on the 
contrary I pointed them out. 


"And in my exercising of only a general supervision over the economy for scarcely 
20 days now, I announced some measures of the government which are aimed at 
reducing just these difficulties--which, I repeat, the IMF considers to be common 
to all countries." 


Io. Zigdis 


Meanwhile, the chairman of EDIK [Democratic Center Union], Io. Zigdis, gave a 

speech at Syros in which he referred to the problems which the coming elections 
are causing, and more particularly to the economic impasse which has developed 
in this country as a result of the inconsistent policy which the ND government 
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has followed. Especially significant was his reference to the vanishing of 
investments in Greece in recent years, which is very inauspicious for the country's 
future. This disappearance, which is due only secondarily to international causes, 
is the immediate consequence of the unwise policy involving the polarizing nature 
and the method of execution of the "nationalizations" of private businesses, 

which have created a general fear among investors. 


The policy of the government, stressed Zigdis, has intimidated the investors and 
has forced them to systematically remove their capital to foreign countries. 
Thus, for example, an impressive number of apartments have been bought in New 
York by Greeks in the last 3 years. This unfavorable psychology has been 
intensified by the oppressive way in which certain "nationalizations" have been 
made, which are creating precedents for administrations which will not pretend, 
as the ND does, that they are representatives of the present social order. 


These two factors have caused irreparable damage to the economy, which of course 
is not cured by the belated “nostrums" of Averof, concluded Zigdis. 


Mr Zigdis was visited recently by the general secretary of the Agrarian Party 
of Bulgaria, Angelos (Dimitrov), who is in Greece for a week.

ATHANASIOS TSALDARIS ANALYZES ‘DEMOCRACY, MARXISM’

Primary Ideological Currents in Our Political Life"] 


[Text] There are two primary ideological currents vying with one another today 
in our country. Liberal democracy, and Marxism. Each of these exhibits variants 
and appears in different forms and shapes. But each has certain basic character- 
istics which distinguish it from the other. It is impossible to blend them. 

And those who try this may be serving opportunistic party expediencies, but they 
do not create anything new. Each system has its own "logic" and produces 

certain results with the irresistible force of a natural phenomenon. 


All of us must have a good understanding of these differences if we do not want 
to be lured into taking uncharted courses and then find ourselves facing 
unforeseen situations. And the first thing which we ought to be aware of is 
the fact that when the liberal democrats talk about democracy, they mean 
something entirely different from what the Marxists mean. 


The former give primary significance to the freedoms and rights of the citizens. 
For this reason, they regard democracy as a system of government which above all 
guarantees these freedoms and rights. They believe that a people cannot be 
sovereign if it does not have the right to elect those whom it wants to manage 
its affairs, from the level of the Chamber of Deputies and the government 
administration down to the level of the most humble association. Such people 
cannot be sovereiga if they are not able to express freely and without fear any 
opinion or any thoughts whatsoever. If they cannot criticize, control, and 
replace those who exercise power. If they are unable to strive for what they 
consider to be right for themselves and their country through individual or 
collective efforts. 


The liberal democrats do not identify democracy with the sovereignty of certain 
social classes or with the imposition of a certain economic system. They believe 
that within the framework of democracy and through the exercising of their 
freedoms and their rights, the people as a whole--and not the people as a class-- 
decide on that economic system which they regard as the most efficient, most 
advantageous, and most just. 
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If they believe that a free or mixed economy is better, they support the faction 
which seeks to implement this system. If they prefer the "socialist" organization 
of the economy or its nationalization or “socialization," they support those 
parties which aim at these systems. But they retain in full their right to 

halt the implementation of a system which in practice is proving to be disadvan- 
tageous and is making their life worse instead of improving it. Their right 

to replace one party by another party at the helm of government if they find 

that the first party's policy has not measured up to their expectations. Their 
right to turn back to that which they jiave abandoned, or to aim at something else. 


To the liberal democrat it is absurd for the fate of a people to be sealed just 
because a certain party has come into power in certain elections. No matter what 
conception a party has about itself and its program, it has no right to 
monopolize the power and to perpetuate itself in such power. It must submit to 
the verdict of the people once again when its term of office as the governing 
party comes to an end. 


Finally, the liberal democrat does not agree that every class has its ideology 
and that the political parties are representatives of social classes and vehicles 
of their ideologies. He regards such a notion as extremely dangerous, because 

it paves the way for totalitarianism. Political parties are associations of 
citizens who have the same views on their country's domestic and foreign problems. 
And they exclusively represent those who accept their policy, follow them, and 
vote for them. Neither something more than this nor anything less. 


It is monstrous for a political party which expresses the views of a minority 

t> present itself as the representative of social classes which make up the 
majority of the population. And for it to assert that the reason they do not 
follow it is either because they have been "stranded" in a faction which is 
"hostile to their class," or because they do not know what is being done to them, 
or because "their class consciousness has not been developed." Such a party 
usurps rights which do not belong to it. 


On the other hand, the Marxists do not give primary importance to the freedoms 
and the rights of the citizens. They identify democracy with a certain economic 
rather than political system, or with the sovereignty of a certain social class, 
with the Marxists presenting thenselves as its authentic and legitimate represent- 
atives. It makes no difference whether this class follows them or not. This 
explains the phenomenon, which is strange to those unfamiliar with the facts, 
that they characterize totalitarian states as "higher democracies." The same 
people know full well that there are no political freedoms in these states. 

But they regard this as natural. They are not troubled at all. They believe 
that the implementation of their economic system is such an important matter 

for the people that political freedoms are worth sacrificing for its sake. 


The people may object. They may not like the system which the Marxists implement. 
It is immaterial to the latter. It is their steadfast conviction that the people 
do not know what is good for them, or else they are influenced by ideologies 
"hostile to their class." Consequently, they must be "protected." They must be 
prevented from following a different course which is harmful to them. They 

must not lose their “socialist gains." They must be made happy through force. 
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The Marxists believe that the system which they will implement if they come to 
power is the salvation of mankind. For this reason they should safeguard this 
system by the enactment of a new "socialist constitution" which will forbid the 
modifying of the system and of course will place it beyond all control and 
criticism. But since they know that "pluralism" is popular, they promise that 

in their own system as well there will be many parties. But these parties will 

be politically emasculated, since they will not be able to criticize or to 

change the economic system. They will be forced to accept the policy of the 
governing Marxist party, because otherwise they will be labeled as unconstitutional. 


For the Marxists, change is a one-way street. With the necessity of a natural law, 
it ends up at their own system. When it arrives there, it will stop. There will 
not be any going back. Since the people will have been led to an “earthly 
paradise” there will be no reason to leave it. The doors of this “paradise" 

will close tightly behind them. Of course, they may view this paradise as a hell. 
This will be due to a simple optical illusion. And it is not right to let people 
be wretched because of an optical illusion. They will be compelled to remain in 
this "paradise," willing or not, until they are persuaded that it is a paradise. 
Therefore, when the Marxists speak about the "great change" which they are going 
to bring, they mean a finai change which will signify the end of all change. 


Furthermore, in contrast to the liberal democrats the Marxists regard political 
parties as representatives of social classes. And of course they apportion these 
"representations" in a way which suits their interests. They keep the lion's 
share for themselves. They present themselves as representatives of all laborers 
in the cities and countryside, the students, the small-scale businessmen, the 
craftsmen, the pensioners, and so forth, and they give to the opposing parties the 
oligarchy of the wealthy. 


This, of course, is an entirely arbitrary, ‘unrealistic classification. The 
economic and social situation of a person does not determine automatically his 
ideology or his views. A worker can perceive his interests as lying in a non- 
Marxist system, and a merchant can be a Marxist. And no person of sound judgment 
regards as correct everything which one faction says and as wrong everything 
which its adversary says. On certain questions he may agree with the first 
faction, and on certain other questions with the second. 


Thus it is not strange that parties which are characterized by the Marxists as 
"representatives of the plutocracy" have the majority on their side, and parties 
which are characterized as “representatives of the people" are followed by 
minorities. Just as it is also not strange that the same classes "are represented" 
by many Marxist parties, which fight against one another and hate one another 

more than they hate their class enemies. 


But the worst thing is that the notion of class held by the Marxists with respect 
to parties leads to a one-party totalitarian regime, on the basis of the following 
simple reasoning: Since the parties represent social classes, there are many 
parties only in societies which are structured along class lines. When the 
Marxists triumph, they will abolish the "classes of the exploiters." And of 
course they will abolish as useless also the parties which represent them, since 
they will no longer have anything to represent. 
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In the “one-class society" many parties are not needed. One class, one ideology, 
one party. All the contemporary totalitarian Marxist regimes have been erected 
on precisely such a theory. Those Marxists who give the appeasing assurance that 
when they come to power they will respect the multiparty system either contradict 
themselves with respect to their theory, or simply are deluding the people. 


This is the ideological dilemma faced by the Greek people. On the one hand the 
New Democracy Party, which expresses the ideals of democracy and guarantees 

the freedoms and rights of the people. And on the other hand the "Marxist front"-- 
PASOK and the KKE--which aim at the implementation of a totalitarian system. 

Let the people choose.

feed Amsterdam, Wednesday -- Finally a veil has been lifted from what the IKV 
Interdenominational Peace Council | and the umbrella movement of "Christians for 
Socialism" are doing to foster a negative mood in our country with regard to nu- 
clear weapons. 


The occasion is a piece written by a "contributor" for the REFORMATORISCH DAGBLAD 
of 15 and 16 July, which deals, among other things, with the 31 year old Vadim 
Leonov, who was a so-called TASS correspondent here, but who was expelled in April 
because he was found guilty of espionage and other activities. 


About those other activities, the contributor of the REFORMATORISCH DAGBLAD noted 
that one evening, in a moment of candor, Leonov stated that one of his major tasks 
was to develop and to maintain contacts with leaders within the anti-nuclear arms 
movement. 


His task further consisted in keeping track of key figures and to transmit the in- 
structions from Moscow, which were received at the embassy, via the secret telex, 
from the Committee for State Security [KGB]. 


This committee is under the leadership of KGB chief Andropov, even though the daily 
management and control of coordinated actions in non-communist countries, such as 
the Netherlands, which benefit the Soviet system, are in the hands of M.A. Suslov 
(member of the Politburo), Ponomarev of the International Department of the Party's 
Central Committee, and his deputy Zagladin (a good friend of PvdA [Labor Party | 
member Relus ter Beek). 


Telex 


The secret telex at the embassy in the Hague is under the supreme control of Pofiri 
Kuprianov, who is listed in the register of diplomats in the Hague simply as "coun- 
sellor.” I have already mentioned a few times that this Kuprianov is the chief of 
the Russian secret service in the Netherlands, but neither the Den Uyl administra- 
tion, nor the previous Van Agt administration found it necessary to expel the man. 
Kuprianov also gave his directives to Leonov, including those relating to the action 
against the new American nuclear weapons. 
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According to the REFORMATORISCH DAGBLAD, Leonov proudly continued his story: "Do 
you know that all those well meaning people in the Netherlands are being taken for 
a ride? They believe that the anti-neutron bomb movement and the reaction against 
the cruise missiles and other NATO activities have grown out of a pure idealism 
based on compassion for and concern with the fate of one's fellow man and his chilé 
ren. Oh, if those people just knew that everything is taking place according to a 
blueprint in Moscow, how they are being manipulated by a small group of communist 
ideologues who receive their instructions through me." 


Decision 


And with raised voice he added: “If Moscow decides that 50,900 demonstrators must 
take to the streets in the Netherlands, then they take to the streets. Do you 
know how you can get 50,000 demonstrators at a certain place within a week? A mes- 
sage through my channels is sufficient. Everything is organized with military pre- 
cision under the leadership of essentially conscientious objectors. I should know 
because not only am I daily involved with these clandestine activities, I am also 
one of those who transmit the orders coming in from Moscow." 


Thus ran the story of Vadim Vasilevich Leonov in the REFORMATORISCH DAGBLAD. The 
newspaper then made a connection with the text of hearings, which are taking place 
in the American House of Representatives, which is also in our possession. More 
about this next time.

| Text | Amsterdam, Thursday -~ Last time I noted that a whole set of disclosures 
have come out concerning what goes on within the “disarmament” circles, by a publi- 
cation in the REFORMATORISCH DAGBLAD about the expulsion of the Russian correspon- 
dent Vadim Vasilevich Leonov. 


I noted at the end that the REFORMATORISCH DAGBLAD made a connection between the 
expulsion of Leonov and a number of hearings held by a sub-committee of the Perma- 
nent Committee on Intelligence Activities of the American House of Representatives. 


On page 73 of this detailed report, I read about what happened in the Netherlands: 
"When the Netherlands decided to modernize their nuclear weapons, the Russians 
became more and more involved with Dutch affairs. A Russian delegation, led by 
Zagladin, the deputy chief of the International Department of the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union, whose primary occupation is to set up and organize communist 
front organizations, lobbied against the modernization of nuclear weapons with 
members of the Second Chamber of the Netherlands parliament. Moreover, the Rus- 
sians and the East Germans exploit Dutch journalists to propagate their points of 
view. Russian journai.sts take their articles on the subject of ‘No modernization 
of nuclear weapons,’ and publish them in the communist media.” 


Meeting 
The hearings bore out the fact that a meeting between the Dutch and the Belgian 
Communist Parties had taken place earlier in the Belgian town of De Haan. (It is 


probable that representatives of the Russian party and of the East German party 
also attended this conference). 
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Of course, the World Peace Council, which operates under the leadership of the 
Indian communist Romesh Chandra, was also enlisted, and a Christian division was 
added to the opposition. 


This was easily found: the "Christians for Socialism" movement. The report from 
the American Congress refers to it as a comuuniist front organization. 


This movement was established in Latin America, where, in 1971, approximately 80 
priests in Chile joined together to support the popular front regime of President 
Allende. In 1972, while an UNCTAD conference was being held in the Chilean capital 
of Santiago, these priests met again, but now large groups of lay people were also 
present. 


Spread 


This led to the establishment of the "Christians for Socialism" movement, which, at 
its inception, supported the resolution: "A choice in favor of socialism and of 
the Marxist theory of revolution is not only compatible with the Christian faith, 
but it renews Christianity and makes it authentically evangelical." 


The movement spread all over the world, with theologist Dorothee Solle naturally 
leading it in the FRG. In the Netherlands, the Christians for Socialism came from 
the Dutch Christian Students' Union [NCSV]. The movement maintains an office near 
Zeist, in Woudschoten. It is not registered and is managed by a steering group 
whose members remain secret.

[ Text | Amsterdam, Saturday -- This week, I published two articles about Soviet 
penetration in the Netherlands, in the first of which I referred to revelations in 
the REFORMATORISCH DAGBLAD about the expulsion of Russian journalist Vadim Vasilevich 
Leonov, whose task it was to transmit instructions from Moscow to those who are in- 
volved here with the opposition against the new American nuclear arms. 


Among them -- concluded the REFORMATORISCH DAGBLAD and so do I -- are also the 
leaders of the so-called "Christians for Socialism," which is referred to in a re- 
port from the American Congress as a front organization for the communists. 


As I noted on Thursday, these leaders keep their names a secret. In the Netherlams, 
they get together at the headquarters of the Christians for Socialism, which is lo- 
cated in Woudschoten (near Zeist). 


The Christians for Socialism [ cvs | themselves have noted in a pamphlet that con- 
tacts with the Interdenominational Peace Council [ IKV | are close and date from 1976. 
Numerous members of the CVS are involved in the IKV and certain CVS branches as a 
whole form an IKV center. “Developments within the IKV and the state of affairs in 
the struggle for peace (!) are critically evaluated every year and consequently, 

the CVS' national training in anti-militarism responded to a clear need," according 
to a CVS publication. 
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Indoctrination 


The contributor to the REFORMATORISCH DAGBLAD also learned that during the CVS 
training courses, particular IXV workers are taken in hand and taught, among other 
things, the intellectual indoctrination of the CVS. 


Last year, the CVS published a pamphlet, in which it stated, among other things: 
"The conquest of the power of the state is a differentiated process. It stretches 
from the factories to the universities, from the family to the Ministry of CRM 
(Culture, Recreation and Social Welfare |, from the union to the Reformed Synod." 
Well, then we surely know what manner of men they are. 


The first result of the CVS training, which involved IKV centers, critical munici- 
palities and basic groups, was the "Stop the Neutron Bomb" action. After the com- 
munist newspaper DE WAARHEID had taken the initiative of calling for a mass move- 
ment -- an action which the Russian PRAVDA reported immediately and elaborately on 
page 1 --, the IKV and the CVS started an action to gather signatures against the 
neutron bomb, and the CVS naturally supported this action at a national meeting on 
3 September 1977. 


Support 


Local groups included Christians, communists and pacifists. They presented more 
than 1 million signatures. It was an action which had been set up following the 
conference in De Haan (Belgium) between the Dutch and Belgian Communist Parties, 
by the communists, under the leadership of Nico Schouten, and also by the IKV with 
the support of the CVS. 


Hence, the CVS and the IKV are working hand in hand, but the CVS exercises a certain 
dominance over the IKV. The organizer of the IKV is indisputably Mient Jan Faber 
who, according to his own words, occupies a position such that he can virtually 
take care of everything within the organization independently. Officially, the 
churches are the authority within the IKV, but in reality it is the secretariat 
(Mient Jan Faber is official secretary of that movement) which regulates matters. 
It has plenary powers to this effect. 


Among the study groups within the IKV, the most important is the one called "Poli- 
cal Action Centers” and hence it is led by Faber himself. This is also where tue 
link with the CVS is riveted. Decision making is centralized. The members of the 
IKV must do the work the secretariat urges them to do like "ants" (this is what 
they are called). 


At the international level, the IKV has contacts with, for example, the Association 
of Evangelical Churches in the DDR, and with the communist inspired Peace Confer- 
ence in Prague. Local IKV groups in our country also maintain contacts abroad. 
Members of the branches of Amersfoort, Nunspeet, Doetinchen and Nijkerk were "worked 
upon" up to three times in Konigswald (DDR). And the REFORMATORISCH DAGBLAD also 
noted that the female leader of the IKV branch in Leiden was given permission by 
the DDR to invite J. Liedtke from Lubbeman (DDR) to spout his fanatical Christian- 
Marxist theories in Woerden.

[Text | Amsterdam, Wednesday -- Next to the official level, the psychological offer 
sive of the Soviet Union against NATO also runs at a non-official level. To this 
effect, the International Department of the Soviet Communist Party, led by 
Ponomarenko and his deputy Zagladin, has thrown the whole network of the famous 
World Peace Council, with various front organizations acting under various labels, 
into the battle. 


In Western Europe, they are supposed to organize the masses in order to put pres- 
sure on the governments, until they capitulate to Moscow's wishes. The final phase 
then would be the separation of the United States from its European allies. But at 
the same time, this would mean the incorporation of Western Europe into the sphere 
of control of the Soviet Union. 


In this respect, the gentlemen of the World Peace Council were particularly success- 
ful in harnessing former superior NATO officers to their wagon. Today, former NATO 
officers increasingly act for the World Peace Council or for one of its front organ- 
izations. They act openly against the defense policy of the West and demand -- 
consciously or unconsciously harnessed to Moscow's wagon -- the cleaving of the 
Western alliance. 


With Honor 


During the party youth congress, which was held in early June in East Berlin, East 
German leader Eric Honnecker mentioned the following officers “with honor": from 
Italy, Nino Pasti, the former supreme commander of the armed forces in Southern 
Europe; from the FRG, Generals Gert Bastian and Count von Baudissin; from the 
Netherlands, General Herman von Meyenfeld and Lietenant Colonel Gerard Berkhof; 

from France, Admiral Antoine Sanguinetti; from Portugal, General Francisco da 
Costa Gomes (who is now even a member of the directorate of the World Peace Coun- 
cil); from England, Brigadier General Michael Harbottle and Admiral G.F. Guaritz; 
the Greek Generals Georgios Koumanakos and Hondrokonkisl, the Norwegian air force 
General John Christie, and the American Admirals Gene la Roque and John Marshal Lee. 


These generals and admirais and whoever else is involved, act as “useful idiots." 
They officiate at meetings hostile to NATO, they themselves organize seminars and 
conferences, give interviews or are authors of books. It is no wonder that the 
Eest European newspapers pay the greatest attention to these former officers. 


And then there is the financing. Because such activities as, for example, trans- 
mitting knowledge about the anti-nuclear bomb ideas to the Netherlands cost a great 
deal of money. Take such a Peace week, for example, which must have cost the IKV 
approximately 1.2 million guilders. The IKV budget, which according to its own 
information is raised completely from contributors, amounts to approximately 
500,000 guilders. Then there is IKVOS [expansion unknown |, of which IKV member 
Mient Jan Faber is also secretary, and which actually represents a branch of the 
IKV. They are located in the same building and work together in busy times. This 
year, IKVOS received 567,838 guilders from the NCO, the Committee for Development 
Cooperation, which scatters our tax money about and which is always so generous 
toward progressive goals. 
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Subsidies 


The various organizations with which the IKV cooperates also receive money, a great 
deal of money, from the NCO. For this year, the total amount of the NCO subsidies 
to all these clubs, which operate under the leadership of the IKV and the Christians 
for Socialism (a communist front organization according to the report from the Amer- 
ican House of Representatives), has exceeded 2.5 million guilders. 


Thus we muddle on. Minister De Koning acts as if he knows nothing about it. But 
he does in fact know where the money goes. Saturday, we will take a further look 
at Soviet infiltration in the Netherlands.

| Text | Amsterdam, Saturday -- The brutaiity of the Russians in the campaign they 
are waging against a Dutch agreement to the American plan to deploy 48 cruise mis- 
siles on our territory, is limitless. Thus, last year, during an IKV meeting which 
was given the name “International Forum,” they found the opportunity to bring in 
their fellow-worker A.D. Popov. 


Popov is currently attached to the International Department of the Soviet Communist 
Party, which is led by Ponomarenko, and of which Professor Zagladin is a valued 
collaborator. But Popov poses as a journalist. 


In 1961, Popov was expelled as a diplomat from our country, because during a press 
conference he had addressed all kinds of slanderous allegations against the Dutch 
government. The reason for this was an incident at Schiphol, involving the attempt 
to carry off the Russian chemist Alexei Golub, for which the then Soviet diplomat 
S.V. Chibaev and the Russian Ambassador Panteleimon K. Ponomarenko were also ex- 
pelled. 


Forgotten 


The Ministry of Foreign Affairs appears to have completely forgotten this incident, 
because Popov received a visa to travel simply to the Netherlands. Guess, if you 
can, how this was possible? 


The IKV, still in cooperation with the Christians for Socialism, is always striving 
for an administration which would be willing to take the Russian view on disarma- 
ment and nuclear arms seriously, and which would also be willing to bar nuclear 
arms completely from the Netherlands, with or without a withdrawal from NATO. I 
would like to quickly recall that, according to the report from the American House 
of Representatives, the CVS is an organization which should be considered as a 
communist front. 


Now, those gentlemen are once again very busy expounding their view of disarmament. 
Together with Pax Christi. An earlier advice from this organization to the bishops 
to follow the IKV position, was rejected because the bishops decided first to hear 
Catholic organizations and experts before taking a position themselves. 


Apparently, this rubbed those gentlemen from Pax Christi the wrong way. In the 
BRABANTS DAGBLAD of 9 and 11 July, for example, two gentlemen -- who support the 
IKV position and hence also the position of Pax Christi -- entered more thoroughly 
into this, and came up with all the arguments in favor of unilateral nuclear dis- 
armament.

You should be an Afghan, or a Pole, or an inhabitant of Israel or Lebanon! But 
good, Pax Christi can try to figure it out; it is an example of the thinking of 
the “progressives” as it is always being fed by the communists, ultimately by the 
Russians who are the major interested party. 


And yet, occasionally the Russians and their followers do make a mistake. In early 
June, the East German communist leader Honnecker mentioned “with honor" the names 
of all kinds of NATO generals and admirals -- as I reported last week -- among whom 
Lieutenant Colonel Gerard Berkhof. 


This week I received a telephone call from this Gerard Berkhof, who is a brigadier 
general and not a lieutenant colonel, and who informed me that he did indeed attend 
the IKV and related organizations congress in Groningen, the subject of which was 
nuclear arms, but precisely because he is an opponent of the ideas of the IKV. 
Hence, he should not be put on the same footing as someone like General Von 
Meijenfeld. And, even though he does not agree in all aspects with President 
Reagan's approach to rearmament, French Admiral Sanguinetti does not belong on 
that list either.

YOUTH UNEMPLOYMENT, PROTESTS DEBATED IN ELECTION “AMPAIGN 
Copenhagen INFORMATION in Danish 29 Jul 81 p 2

[Text] Two thirds of all young boys in Oslo have committed larceny by the time 
they reach age 20 and one of five teenagers in the capital are registered with the 
police. While unemploymnnt in the country as a whole is declining and is down to 
1 percent, or 15,900 unemployed, there are more than 4,000 youth without work in 
Oslo alone. 


While there is an alarming growth in youth unemployment, a survey of the entire 
country shows that between 10,000 and 12,000 students have not been able to get 
into schools of higher education this fall. In the Conservative-ruled capital 
community, youth club budgets have been cut by 15 percent at a time when they need 
the help more than ever. 


It is also difficult for young people to get into apprenticeships in industry. In 
Oslo, more than half of the industrial jobs have disappeared in the last 10 years; 
the capital is increasingly becoming an office and service city and, throughout 
Norway, about 10,000 industrial jobs are lost annually. 


This is the sad background for the youth riots which have now reached the larger 
Norwegian cities too, primarily Oslo, and which lead to ever more frequent encounters 
between police and youth. 


In Norway, the welfare state, not to speak of the ealthy state, an increasing 

number of youths become narcotics addicts or commit suicide, and prostitution has 
also spread to minors girls and boys who walk the streets to solicit business. A 
recently completed "project against prostitution in Oslo"--built on a Malmo pattern-- 
disclosed this. 


Youth riots in downtown Oslo the night before 1 May have been an annually recurring 
event which police have tried to combat using increasingly well-equipped forces 
with long clubs, safety shields and tear-gas grenades as well as fines and imprison- 
ment. This year they tried to keep youth away from the downtown area by televising 
rock entertainment until early in the morning as well as raids and arrests among 
youth groups earlier in the day on the outskirts of Oslo. 
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Ministerial Initiative 


Although this year's riots did not develop into looting and bombfiring, some 1,000 
policemen together with 50 cars, dogs and horses were not able to disperse 
approximately 3,000 demonstrators until early in the morning. 


It was in the wake of this year's riots that Consumer Minister Sissel Ronbeck, 31 
years of age, came up with an idea that led to one of the most heated debates this 
election summer. 


She did not want to view the recurring youth riots as just an expression of vouth's 
desire for wanton destruction of property and violence or refer to them as "mob 
actions." She viewed the phenomenon as a new form of youth riots in the Western 
world--not like the 1968 riots by strong youth with the potential for an education, 
but low status youth, who in their powerlessness give vent to non-verbal rebellion 
among the labor class' unemployed children. 


In her opinion, today's youth riots, like those occurring in the larger cities in 
England, are a frantic response to mass unemployment, which now exceeds that of the 
thirties. 


When Sissel Ronbeck was appointed consumer minister in 1979, she was the youngest 
Norwegian minister in modern times and she is one of four female ministers in Gro 
Harlem Brundtland's government. 


She is a Left-Wing Labor Party member and, as chairman of the Social Democratic 
youth organization AUF from 1975 to 1977, she became known for the courage of her 
staunch convictions by speaking out against the mother party in her criticism of 
Norway's memtsrship in NATO, for instance. 


She recently attracted attention as one of the main speakers in connection with the 
1981 Peace March in Copenhagen and, speaking at Eidsvoll no less on 1/7 May, where 
Norway's constitution was established in 1814, she called for a renewal of the 
Norwegian monarchy--a dormant paragraph in the Labor Party's program. 


It was strange enough, from a Conservative point of view, that the minister was 
first criticized when Jan P. Syse, a Conservative member of Parliament, found it 
disgraceful that Sissel Ronbeck branded large groups of young people by insisting 
it was particularly labor youth who were responsible for the mob actions on the 
night before 1 May. Syse, who is chairman of the parliamentary Justice Committee, 
"was shocked," he said. 


Sissel Ronbeck did not stop with assertions, however. She allowed a researcher at 
the Institute for Sociological Justice, Terje Rod Larsen, access to police records 
of the youth arrests and his findings supported her suppositions: 


Most of those arrested were unskilled and unemployed 18 to 25-year old youths from 
she East Side of Oslo. A total of 243 were brought into the police station. 


Cf these, 59 were under 18, while 139 were 18 to 25 years of age. 
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Investigation 


Commenting on his investigation, Terje Rod Larsen said there is reason to take these 
signals seriously, even if riots in big European cities are more frequent and far 
more dangerous than in Norway. "It would be frightening if Norway were to adopt 

an economy and a society that tolerate rising unemployment. 


"The safety net for youth is work and reasonable housing, but the oil economy is 
creating a bigger chasm between skilled and unskilled labor, in conformity with 
class distinctions in the traditional industrial society. 


"There is a new kind of stratification among youth: Those who manage inside the 
system and the others, who get the low quality jobs and become social losers," he 
said. 


Terje Rod Larsen also pointed to the neo-fascists' exploitation of unemployment in 
England, for example, where foreign workers are used as "whipping boys," similar 
to Hitler's treatment of Jews in the thirties. 


"There are similar tendencies in Norway, where a large number of unemployed youth 
with poor social status and no faith in political solutions become easy prey for 
such dangerous trends." 


Yet, Terje Rod Larsen feels it is wrong to say that these youth riots are not 
political. "Through violence and wanton destruction of property, youths are 
deliberately protesting against a society in which they do not feel at home. This 
type of riot is common to all well developed industrial societies and only represent 
the tip of the iceberg." 


Sissel Ronbeck will now probe more deeply into the problem that was disclosed in 
the Oslo report and on 25 July she will leave on a tour of London, Amsterdam and 
Paris to study youth problems in those big cities. 


She has also met to discuss the problem with some of the young people who were 
arrested the night before 1 May and who have formed a group they call "Youth Against 
the Terror of Punishment." 


The leader of this group is a 19-year old social worker in charge of youth with 
narcotics problems. He himself participated in the confrontation with police the ) 
night of 1 May, but was not arrested. \ 


Mob Inferno 


He said it is no accident that youth chose the night before the labor movement's 
day of struggle for their "demonstration:" 


"We have no illusion it pays to demonstrate by marching under slogans and watchwords. 
We do not believe it pays to work politically," he said. 


Others in the recently established youth group say the street is their only chance. 
There will be cuts in the municipal support of youth clubs for young people under 
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18, and there is not a single non-commercial leisure offering for youths over 1%. 
Police are chasing them from place to place: 


"We are weary of empty election promises and, if necessary, we will use methods 
that politicians denounce as illegal or crazy pranks," they said. 


Mona Tassen at the Municipal Youth Office in Oslo had no doubt about that: 


"The city could turn into a mob inferno if this trend is not stopped."

EDITORIAL RECOMMENDS DELAY OF DECISION ON NATO ENTRY

[Text] Despite its many doubts, vacillations, introspections as to its own poli- 
tical nature, and lacerations of conscience over some mere trifles, the UCD | Demo- 
cratic Center Union | has consistently made unmistakably clear its determination to 
lead Spain into the Atlantic Alliance and into all the responsibilities Spain must 
undertake as a member of NATO. This is precisely a matter that should be con- 
sidered to be above and beyond its calling as a party and as a government to 
decide, on which it should open direct talks with the opposition, even taking it 
beyond the Parliamentary debates it is announcing and into the realm of a wide- 
ranging national debate that would have to culminate in a national referendum, be- 
cause, at any given moment, Spain's membership in NATO could translate into a 
matter of life and death, and because it contradicts a long-standing tradition of 
neutrality that has been maintained under very diverse historical circumstances 
and by very diverse regimes and national governments. It is a tradition tha‘ has 
unquestionably given excellent results from every standpoint--from the economic 
to the humanitarian--and that everyone agrees saved Spain from what otherwise 
would certainly have been a tragic fate during the last world war. In recent 
years, a clever and violent semantic has succeeded in jumbling together "“neutral- 
ism," giving it pejorative meanings which even go so far as to indicate that with- 
out it [as published | one favors the other side--specifically, the USSR--with 
neutrality as an honest position that could in no case mean a desire to abandon a 
profoundly Western orientation--in the large historical, cultural and social sense 
of this term that is so vaguely used--which is deeply rooted in Spain, and a cer- 
tainty, which can be considered practically total, that neither a communist regime 
nor any of its parallels will be adopted. 


The UCD-government dyad has taken advantage of this irruption of urgency into the 
August panic--an urgency fully justified by other reasons which, in effect, have 
emerged from the Council's report--to firm up this first official step toward 
entry into NATO, with a vague allusion to a request on the Council of State for 
an opinion in the matter and to its subsequent forwarding to the Congress to be 
acted upon. It is undoubtedly aware that the NATO issue is one that definitely 
involves more questions and more risks today than at other moments. There is the 
question of neutron warheads and of the deployment of delivery systems for launch- 
ing them from NATO bases; that of the Eurcmissiles, which is generating shock 
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waves in erstwhile militant countries within NATO; the tenseness of the situation 
in Poland; the new tension between the United States and Arabic countries--with 
which Spain has relations of a different nature. There are ongoing doubts as to 
how the Gibraltar problem would be dealt with within this Alliance. There is a 
question that concerns a debilitated economy such as ours: The effect on it of our 
initial installation costs for a defense system that can be coupled to the col- 
lective one, and of our subsequent costs of maintaining it, which according to some 
specialists would run some 4,500 million pesetas additional per year. All of this 
represents a mere brief summary of what should be debated at all echelons before 
the soundness of a decision can be assured. 


There is the parallel issue of Spain's political and economic unification with 
Europe. The nations of Western Europe are, for the most part, included in an 
economic system with a political transcendency and a tendency toward a certain 
unification of criteria--which is the European Community--at the same time that 
they are members of NATO. Spain will be lacking this balance, alien to the first 
of these systems as it will be--and not solely, as we like to think, because of 
ostracism by certain nations, although this does exist in the form of a defense of 
their special interests, but rather because of the lack of real and decided struc- 
tural changes on our part--probably for many years to come, but already committed 
to the second. 


Then there is the overall international aspect: That of the possibility that 
Spain's entry into NATO would upset what is still a delicate balance between poli- 
tical blocs, and that our entry or the denial of it might end up becoming a kind 
of stakes, valorized in terms alien to our own interests, in possible negotiations 
at a different level. 


All that has been sketched out here, we repeat, is but a mere cursory summary of 
the most far-reaching issue Spain's international policy has introduced since the 
last world war, an issue that it does not appear acceptable to deal with during a 
summer respite, even though with a promise of a debate in greater depth when 
Parliament reopens, but with a loud knock that presages gloomy repercussions. 
The presumed advantages of entry have not yet been sufficiently made clear by its 
advocates. A barely perceptible wink is supposed to be conveying the understand- 
ing that such entry would be a kind of insurance against a coup d'etat, a totally 
unjustifiable thesis if we are to judge from what has occurred heretofore in this 
afflicted South--Portugal, Greece and Turkey, with their coups within NATO and, in 
some cases, backed by NATO's arms and plans--besides being a lamentable glossing 
over Of a question that can only be resolved by domestic policy, by internal 
security measures, by measures that instill confidence. 


This first loud knock by the government requires responding to with this first 
alert. The NATO issue cannot be introduced this lightly nor be resolved with the 
ease with which lesser problems are resolved. This is not an issue for the policy- 
making-by-gestures to which Calvo Sotelo has accustomed us of late,

MOMENTUM TOWARD NATO ENTRY GAINS DESPITE SOME OPPOSITION

[Article r Joaquina Prades: "Spain Will Be Full-Fledged Member of NATO Before 
Year-End" 


[Text] Spain can become a full-fledged member of NATO before the end of this 
year, according to information furnished to EL PAIS by reliable sources. In fact, 
the first two definitive and important steps toward it have already been taken: 
The request by the government for an opinion by the Council of State, and backing 
of it by the Armed Forces, which was announced yesterday following a meeting held 
between Prime Minister Leopoldo Calvo Sotelo and the high commands of the three 
Forces. As was to be expected, the PSOE [Spanish Socialist Workers Party | and the 
PCE [ Spanish Communist. Party | strongly criticized this initiative, saying that 

the government is ignoring the Spanish people's growing opposition to entry into 
the Alliance. 


The mentioned meeting, held at the headquarters of the Council of Chiefs of Staff 
(JUJEM), included alse Foreign Minister Jose Pedro Perez-Llorca and Defense Minis- 
ter Alberto Oliart, as well as the members of the JUJEM: Lt Gens Ignacio Alfaro 
Arregui (chairman), Gabeiras Montero (Ground Forces), Emiliano Alfaro Arregui (Air), 
and Adm Arevalo Pelluz (Navy). 


According to an official release by the Secretary of State for Information, Prime 
Minister Calvo Sotelo explained during the meeting the reasons underlying the 
decision by the Council of Ministers at its most recent meeting to request an 
Opinion on Spain's entry into NATO, with the intent of subsequently submitting the 
matter to parliamentary proceedings. 


Ministers Perez-Llorca and Oliart, for their part as official spokesmen for the 
government, presented the technical, diplomatic and defense aspects involved in 
such entry, and the chairman of the JUJEM conveyed to the prime minister the back- 
ing of the members of the Council representing the three Armed Forces components, 
stating that the Executive can count on the cooperation of the Armed Forces in 
this issue of such controversial and far-reaching magnitude. 

The chairman of the Council of State, Antonio Jimenez Blanco, in statements made 
yesterday on RADIO GRANADA, affirmed that this body will transmit the requested 
Opinion to the government within the next 10 days. "I believe that it can be 
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finalized at the Council's regular meeting next Thursday,” he said. However, EL 
PAIS has knowledge to the effect that the report has already been completed and 
that it envisions three possible ways of submitting the issue of our entry into 
NATO to the parliamentary process. 


The first way might be a communication from the government to the Cortes, by way 
of which the Executive could sound out the opinion of the Congress and the Senate 
on the assumption that the member countries of NATO will invite Spain to enter as 
the 16th member of the Atlantic Organization. A second juridical approach might 
be taken similar to the first, but adding concrete details regarding the terms 

and conditions of entry; this approach, that is, would set forth for parliamentary 
debate the most controversial points surrounding the question of our entry. 


Thus, the government would stipulate that the defense of the security of the 
Canary Islands would remain the exclusive province of the Spanish Armed Forces and 
that this would therefore preclude any possibility of creation of NATO bases on 
the Islands. 


With regard to the Gibraltar controversy--the main point of friction during the 
government's prior deliberations on entry--the government would emphasize to 
Parliament that the return of Gibraltar to Spanish sovereignty could be better 
negotiated by Spain from within the Alliance and that, as a first step, the 
Spanish Armed Forces could use the Gibraltar military base under its rights as a 
NATO country. 


In any case, the sources consulted by this newspaper made it clear that although 
the most recent meeting between Perez-Llorca and Lord Carrington had ended on a 
very optimistic note, "No one should indulge in fantasies. The full return of 
the Rock of Gibraltar to Spain will not take place for another 10-15 years at 
least, although with Spain a full-fledged member of NATO it would be possible, in 
the interim, to work out with Great Britain an arrangement similar to the current 
Situation of Andorra,” these sources added. 


Spanish sovereignty over Ceuta and Melilla--another of the issues capable of 
arousing sensitivities on the part of the military establishment and among the 
centrist deputies for these two cities--would be fully recognized. Lastly--and 
this is an issue of the first order of importance--the government would restate 
what has already been said by the official spokesman of the UCD [Democratic Center 
Union ], Juan Diaz Nicolas, at the press conference that followed the meeting of 
the Executive Committee of the governing party held last Wednesday: Spain's entry 
into NATO would be under the firm condition that such entry would not entail the 
nuclearization of our country; that is, nuclear weapons could be neither manufac- 
tured nor stored on Spanish soil, a situation similar to the one that Denmark and 
Norway have already requested. This condition has already been accepted by the 
NATO authorities. 


The third and last way cortemplated in the report of the Council of State would be 
to proceed by way of a parliamentary bill. It seems, however, that this approach 
will be discarded. Thus, the procedure to be selected by the government will be 
one of the first two, or perhaps a combination of the two designed to maintain a 
guarded silence with respect to the terms and conditions of the negotiation until 
parliamentary debates are in place. 
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The Parliamentary Debate 


Once Parliament has concluded what will undoubtedly be the debate of its fall ses- 
sion, the government, first in the Foreign Relations Committee and then on the 
floor of the Congress and the Senate, will have the benefit of the opinion of Par- 
liament's forces and, very probably, the backing of its majority despite the firm 
opposition that is certain to be put up by the communists and socialists. 


The next step will be the official invitation, extencled unanimously by the 15 NATO 
member countries, to Spain to become a member of the Organization. Following a 
brief round of negotiations, our country could formally join it as a full-fledged 
member, this entire process having been concluded, with almost absolute certainty, 
by 31 December. 


Within the governing party itself, however, there is divided opinion as to the 
advisability of a debate on NATO at this particular moment. There are those who 
feel that entry now could unleash a savage escalation of terrorism. The govern- 
ment, however, intends to respond to these concerns from the standpoint that, 
although no one can guarantee that such will not be the case, over the medium and 
long terms our presence in NATO will be advantageous in this respect, since joint 
action by all the intelligence services and a closer cooperation among all the 
countries will--in its judgement--improve the efficiency of the antiterrorist 
effort. 


This, then, is the set of arguments and terms of negotiation on which the govern- 
ment and the UCD will base their defense of NATO entry in the Cortes beginning in 
September. 


Bilateral Agreements 


The duration of the bilateral agreemeuts signed between Spain and the United 
States in 1976 expires on 24 September. This is a fact of capital importance, in 
that not the least agreement has yet been reached between the Spanish and American 
negotiators as to any terms and conditions for its extension. 


All discussions to date--beginning in July and until just over 1 week ago--have 
failed to bring the two postures any closer together. There is little hope, more- 
over, of reaching an agreement prior to the mentioned date of expiry; and a strict 
application of the agreement would require the dismantling of the American bases 
in our country within a maximum period of 6 months. Probably the only way to 
avoid this happening will be to extend the current agreements until Spain becomes 
a member of NATO. The terms of reference have therefore becom? inverted. Here- 
tofore, renewal of the bilateral agreements has been a prior condition to entry 
into NATO; now, it having been impossible to reconcile the interests of Spain and 
the United States, the reverse is true. 


American Unyieldingness 
Valencian centrist Deputy and Vice President of the Council of Europe Joaquin 


Munoz Peirats, who has just returned from a l-month stay in the United States by 
express invitation of the State Department, has stated his pessimism as to the 
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possibility of reaching a mutual agreement before the 2lst. "Negotiations are 
resulting extremely difficult," he said. "The climate is very tense. The U.S. 
State Department consulted with the members of the House of Representatives and of 
the Senate regarding the terms and conditions being imposed by the Spanish Govern- 
ment for the renewal of the treaty and they flatly refused; they consider exces- 
Sive the compensation our country would receive.” 


The terms being demanded by Spain were of an economic and high-technology nature 
and, to a lesser extent, cultural. An effort was also made to get the U.S. De- 
partment of Defense to give priority, as regards the supplying and equipping of 
its soldiers--boots, uniforms,replacement parts and the like--to Spanish products; 
but without any success whatever. 


UCD Differences on Desirability of Seeking NATO Entry Now 


The governing party, the UCD, has, within its leadership, strong differences of 
Opinion as to the advisability of proceeding at this moment to request Spain's 
entry into NATO, as is evident from the meeting of its centrist Executive Commit- 
tee held last Wednesday, in which the decision was taken to request an opinion 
from the Council of State on the issue. 


Former Prime Minister Adolfo Suarez was one of the members of the €entrist Executive 
Committee who expressed the strongest doubts as to the advisability of introducing 
the question of Spain's entry into NATO in September. The doubts raised by Adolfo 
Suarez were not as regards the desirability of joining but with regard to numerous 
problems that Spain's entry into the Atlantic Alliance will pose. 


Fernando Abril, Francisco Fernandez Ordonez, Lorenzo Olarte and Luis Gonzalez 
Seara expressed themselves along the same lines. Prime Minister Leopoldo Calvo 
Sotelo, for his part, tried to- convince them that all the conflictual points that 
will surround this issue can be overcome; his viewpoint was supported by Javier 
Ruperez, a UCD specialist on international issues, and the minister of foreign 
affairs, Jose Pedro Perez-Llorca. 


This attitude on the part of Adolfo Suarez during the meeting of the Executive 
Committee would explain the follow-up point made by the party's official spokes- 
man, Juan Diaz Nicolas, at the press conference after the meeting. Diaz Nicolas 
reiterated several times that Spain's entry into NATO had been one of the commit- 
ments undertaken by Adolfo Suarez in his inaugural address as prime minister. 


According to EUROPA PRESS, ex-Minister Gonzalez Seara expressed his opposition to 
Spain's entry into NATO without beating about the bush. The same agency yesterday 
published statements by centrist Chairman Agustin Rodriguez Sahagun in which he 
affirms that the government's decision on Spain's entry into NATO was approved 
unanimously by the Executive Committee. 


"Our entry into the Alliance is an act of consistency with our belonging to the 
Western world,” said Rodriguez Sahagun, “which will enhance our specific weight in 
the political forum in which the major issues affecting us are now being debated 
without our being able to influence them."

ANALYTICAL APPROACH TO 12 SEPTEMBER ADVOCATED

[Text] The first anniversary of 12 September is very near. Doubtless there are 
many things that all “levels of administration" will say to the public, especially 
on this first anniversary of such an important operation. And what of daily 
writers like us.... Those in the practice of writing at the drop of a hat will 

be in even greater force this time. I have no doubt of it. 


But in light of what is going on, there is an impatience in that sector we may 
call "writers." Before the statements and speeches of senior officials hit the 
headlines and draw reader attention, the numbers of those desiring to say "a few 
things” have swelled considerably. This is “against convention"...because the 
event is an extremely important one. What's more, there is no alternative to 
this "administration," whose longevity is quite unpredictable. 


It is certain that, in future, books dealing with 12 September will also be 
added to those daily or periodic articles which have, as a matter of course, 
been produced over the last year and will continue to be produced. "Future" 
researches will be confronted with a heap of material. This "material" will be 
both valuable and valueless. Everyone personally has a "manifest right" to 
believe what he writes is valuable. This "right" deserves respect like every 
other right. But I believe it is an avoidable necessity that a number of writers 
put a bit of the screws to themselves and endure pain so that this “obligatory 
respect" does not become superficial. I personally hold that the standard 
“cranking out" of analyses on 12 September and criticisms of how it was carried 
out still has not been much abandoned, 


Were we sincere in our judgment on the "necessity and inevitability” of 

12 September, which we see accepted and admitted by everyone, we could not have 
written or said anything about "the possibility that there may be recovery" 
unless we literally consider ourselves the architects, leaders and responsible 
parties for the operation, not observers.... 


We must then "collect ourselves," put on our glasses if necessary, take up our 
magnifiers if needed and thus examine, analyze and put forward our views in 
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accordance with the hard facts of the "phenomenon," not according to our wishes 


and habits. We are obligated to "tender proposals" and not merely "criticize." 
But I think the penchant for the latter generally prevails. "Don't do it that 
way; don't do it this way." Well, "How should it be done..."? 


When the time comes that we feel this obligation encumbent upon us, the great 
weight of a "responsibility" pregnant with the "past, present and future” of 
12 September will be placed steadfastly on our shoulders. And, in my view, 
"contributions" thus become possible. Up to now no good has come from "the 
other sort." Quite a few of us believe or surmise that we hold the "people's 
pulse" in our hands. To what degree is this so...? I wonder whether we might 
ever test this belief or supposition; what do you say? But I also think it 
useful to "briefly" touch again on a point I mentioned earlier: 


Both the esteemed Head of State and the esteemed members cf the National Security 
Council as well as other grades of administrators have for the past year employed 
the tamest term or characterization for "12 September" by calling it a "Hareket" 
(Operation) or, in the plural, "Harekat." One cannot argue against the choice 
and preference for this word. For when the most serious and reliable scientific 
works are consulted, instead of not finding the term "Hareket," one encounters 
explanations like "factors which over the years paved the way for 12 September’; 
the occurrence, form and conditions of 12 September; the mission necessitated 

by exacerbated conditions; 'goals' declared on the first day; the ‘unavoidability' 
of the 12 September government; and the ‘Necessity for Success,’ all scientifically 
prove that this certainly was not a mere "operation." Are we "en masse" aware 

of this? 


It is easy to stick the label “sycophant™ on those who preach in the vein I am 
writing and to characterize certain persons as "affable"(?)...but this does not 
benefit anyone. Although these labels and characterizations are used, it is 
essentially better in our opinion to relect on “whether or not it is the mirror 
we are mad at." 


I think that to analyze and weigh, as much as possible, the concepts of "task" 
and “leave unfinished" as expressed in the Head of State's words, "We do not 
intend to leave any task unfinished," may at last bring some of us to the 
"golden rule” elusive for a year...at least to those who realize that life is 
"continuous change and evolution." 


"One year" is no short time to grasp the fact that Turkey will never again be 
able to bath twice in the same water.

in Kuujjuaq (Fort Chimo). These committee meetings concern living resources and 
economic cooperation. They will also be attended by Angmalortok Olsen and Gunnar 
Martens, head of the Greenland secretariat. Gunnar Martens will represent the 
Greenland government with respect to the issue of economic cooperation between the 
three Inuit countries. ICC will hold another meeting in Nuuk early in August, this 
time with the Air Transport Committee, where Greenland is represéaiea by Konrad 
Steenholdt, a member of Parliament. During his stay in Canada, Per Berthelsen 

will work with Makivik, an Inuit organization in Quebec, as part of a personnel 
exchange between ICC countries.

REPORT: ONE OF THREE DIE OF ACCIDENT, HOMICIDE OR SUICIDE 
Godthab GRONLANDSPOSTEN in Danish 16 Jul 81 p 26 


[Text] In 1979, almost one of three Greenlanders died of accident, suicide or other 
causes not considered natural. 


A total of 402 persons died that year, 239 men and 163 women as well as one still- 
born baby, whose sex has not been established. 


Of these, 81 died accidentally, 28 committed suicide and 11 were victims of homicide. 
Some 273 died a natural death. Cancer is among the growing causes of death, 
responsible for 15 percent of all deaths in 1979. 


Effects of Legalized Abortion 


In 1975 Greenland adopted legislation to legalize abortion. According to the 
surgeon general's report for 1979, there were 281 abortions in 1974, the year before 
abortions became legal, or 32.4 percent of all births. The number of abortions rose 
in 1979 to a total of 450, or 50 percent of all births. In other words, for every 
two children born in 1979 there was one abortion. Most abortions are requested by 
persons in the age group 21 to 25, altogether 104 of the 450 reported. In 1979, 
four 14-year old girls had an abortion and 10 women in the age group 41-45. 


Child Deaths Declining 
Child deaths have declined considerably since the 1950's, but have not yet reached 


the level in Denmark. Tuberculosis has virtually been wiped out as a cause of 
death. It was by far the most frequent cause of death in the 1950's. 


This curve shows the decline in tuberculosis on Greenland. From 1955 to 1966, the 
disease was at its peak with about 500 cases every year. In 1979 there were 20.

IMMIGRATION OFFICIAL QUERIED ON GOVERNMENT'S POLICY 
Paris LE MONDE in French 29 Aug 81 p 17 


[Interview with Francois Autain, secretary of state to the Ministry of National Sol- 
idarity Responsible for Immigrant Labor, by Jean Benoit; time and location of inter- 
view not specified] 


\Text] Francois Autain, secretary of state to the Ministry of 
National Solidarity Responsible for Immigrant Labor, has begun 
a wide-ranging project to improve the situation of foreigners 
living and working in France. In his interview with us, 

Mr Autain describes in detail the various measures being 
studied and expresses his desire to draw up a generous but 
stringent policy: regularization, now in progress, of the 
Situation of the illegal immigrants, repeal of the Bonnet 

Law, closing the borders, abolishment of return journey aid, 
but also the development of training in agreement with the 
countries that export manpower, reform of housing and hous- 
ing aid and increased cooperation with the representatives 

of the immigrants. 


[Question] Mr Mitterrand's election to the presidency of the Republic has brought 
hope to many immigrants. but basically your program is not much different from that 
of the Giscardian ministers: the closing of the borders and the employment situation 
continue to be an obstacle to the immigrants’ coming in. 


[Answer] I find that a little harsh. It is true that Francois Mitterrand's election 
gave hope to many immigrants. And I am convinced that this hope has not met with dis- 
appointment. Quite the contrary! And I'll give you reasons. But before I do, I'd 
like to show you the meaning that ought to be read into the change in the name of my 
secretariat of state and its being attached to the Ministry of National Solidarity. 
The change, which is apparently a purely formal one, arises from an approach that is 
totally different from that of the Giscardian governments, which had a purely econo- 
mist approach. It heralds a new policy, standing for respect for and recognition of 
the rights of the whole immigrant population living in our country. 


Next, | should like to give you some examples that bear witness to this change in pol- 
icy: expulsions have been suspended, temporarily for adults and permanently for sec- 
ond generation young people. The renewal of work permits is now being conducted in 
normal fashion, since we repealed the Stoleru circular of 10 June i980. Marriage 
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authorizations are being put through automatically. Family grouping can now be 
brought about in accordance with the spirit of the 1976 decree, that is to say we 
grant the immigrant worker the right to live with his family if he so desires. We 
also recognize the unrestricted right to work for spouses and young people. Lastly, 
the regularization operation that is going to begin soon will allow almost 309 000 
'no-papers" people to emerge from their no-rights situation, which we rightly con- 
demn. 


Those are not the only changes from what was done in the past. For example, a for- 
cligner in steady work will no longer find himself refused the renewal of his work 
permit because he is without a job. A foreigner who is a victim of unemployment will 
always have a »lace in our society; especially in such a case, he must have the right 
to remain in our country if he wants to. That, I insist, is a fundamental difference 
from the policy conductea by the Giscardian ministers, especially Mr Stoleru, whose 
leitmotif, you surely remember, was to constantly increase the pressure on the re- 
turn-journey policy inaugurated in 1977 by the establishing of the famous "million," 
which by the way we plan to abolish. 


But such a policy, which is obviously generous, must not rule out strictness. Just 
as we must prove our generosity toward workers who came in the 1960's and 1970's, 
often in answer to a call from the governments of that period--the ONI (National Im- 
migration Office) was really created for that puipose--, to occupy unhealthy and un- 
derpaid jobs that the French didn't want, so we must be clear and firm with respect 
to all the foreigners who today--like the Pakistanis at the FRG border--are seeking 
to penetrate into France in hopes of finding a job there. Our present economic sit- 
1ation does not allow us to welcome them under good ccnditions. If our borders were 
opened to them, they would come in and greatly increase the number of unemployed. 
And we don't want that at any price. And it's realiy because the job situation con- 
stitutes an obstacle to the migrants' coming in that we are closing the borders, to 
use your expression. 


[Question] There has been criticism of the regularization circulars. Are you talk- 
ing about all the precarious job situations that penalize immigrants when you lay 
down the ''stable employment" requirement? On the other hand, the new provisions 
hardly seem to be compitible with the Bonnet Law. 


[Answer] The stable employment requirement means first of all that we want the immi- 
grant population residing in our country to be able to live under normal conditions. 
Practically, it involves preventing regularization from being translated into immed- 
iate unemployment fur the parties concerned. Also, insofar as possible, we intend 
this unusual regularization operation to be taken advantage of to stabilize certain 
jobs held by immigrants. To do that, it was first necessary to provide for regular- 
ization conditions that do not permit interim companies to flower. With the same 
goal in mind we provided, within the framework of the regularization operation, for 

a number of incentives for employers, so that basically the regularizations could be 
performed on the basis of contracts in due form. 


As far as the Bonnet Law goes, we actually envisage repealing it. A law tcxt is cur- 
rently bein, »repared, whose main objective is to normalize and humanize the entry 
and scjourn conditions for foreigners in our country. Obviously I can't tell you any 
more than that, since the text has ret been definitely decided. 
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Increased Vigor Against the Manpower Traffic 


{Question} What will your attitude be toward employers? Several tens of thousands 
of immigrants are working illegally in the Parisian garment industry, and this is 
well known as far away as Hongkong, Istanbul and Karachi. Will the legislation be 
better enforced than it has been in the past? 


[Answer] The problem of illegally working immigrants, as your question shows, has 
worldwide aspects. Actually, it is a matter of the exploitation of a work force 
that is incapable, or has been put into a state of being incapable, of defending it- 
self. The difference is that in Istanbul, in Karachi, in Hongkong, this exploita- 
tion is legal and in France it is illegal. One could, in the name of a kind of eco- 
nomic Realpolitik, decide that overexploited illegal work is in the long run a good 
business deal for France's exports, because it makes competitive prices possible. 
Even though | direct your attention to the fact that the starvation wages paid to 
illegal aliens are only possible because these immigrants benefit directly or indi- 
rectly from the nation's social effort. In fact, the illegal employers have to pay 
the country for the means for their benefits. This is not our approach to things 
and it will not be our policy. Therefore the manpower traffic will be pursued with 
increased vigor. 


Up to now the chief obstacle that repression has come up against comes from the legal 
rules, especially the present decisions, which end up by creating a de facto com- 
plicity between employer and worker. In fact, and this could be seen in the Sentier 
affair a year ago, vhen an illegal work relationship is revealed, the contract be- 
tween the interested parties is considered null and void. This means that the worker 
most of the time finds himself licensed without either guarantee or compensation. 

Is it any wonder, under those conditions, that he denounces the situation in which 
he finds himself? Legislative reform is the only solution. We are about to under- 
take it, and a text will be filed continuously in Parliament, so that the illegal 
employers can no loiger escape the enforcement of the legislation that protects 
labor. 


[Question] You recently reaffirmed that immigrants would not vote in the 1983 munic- 
ipal elections. Isn't this one way of burying the file, of maintaining the foreign 
workers in a political situation outside the law? 


[Answer] I have already had the opportunity to express myself very broadly on that 
question. So 1 prefer not to go over it again at length. We have no intention of 
maintaining the foreigners in the political outside-the-law situation they are now 
in. On the contrary, we hope gradually to put an end to it. With that in mind, we 
are about to draw up, in close collaboration with the ministries concerned, two 
draft laws which should soon come up for discussion in Parliament. One is relative 
to the conditions of entry and sojourn for foreigners in France, and its corollary, 
as I told you, will be the repeal of the Bonnet Law. The other draft concerns the 
right of association for foreigners, which as you know has been considerably re- 
stricted since the statutory orders of 1939. 


We interd to bring together on this point the law for foreigners and the common law. 
But tiie exercise of political rights, as broad as they may be, is not enough to guar- 
ante* that the immigrants can enter into our society. Well, such an entering-in 
constitutes, at least implicitly, the foundation of their claim. That is why we are 
going to apply ourselves to this difficult task without delay, by preparing specific 
measures in the area of housing, and especially in education. 
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immigrants’ larticipation in the Social Action Fund 


[Question] Shouldn't the immigrants quickly be given at the least the right to be 
elected to the industrial tribunals, Social Security, or other sociai organisms? 


[Answer] w#e want to have a total, if not exhaustive approach to the problems of im- 
migrants’ rights. It isn't a matter of adding gadgets to those already existing. 
With that goal in mind, we are undertaking to take an inventory of the situations 
where immigrants have the fewest rights, to see what the solutions are in terms of 
texts--legislative or regulatory--or in terms of modifying the administrative prac- 
tices. To take an example, there is an existing law on racism, we want to look into 
the way it is being enforced before envisaging new texts. To answer your question 
directly, certainly the two possibilities you mention must be examined quickly, 
along with some kind of participation by the immigrants in the structures for dialog 
of the Social Action Fund and the National Foreign Manpower Commission, as well as 
the decentralization of those structures. 


(Question} Renovation of housing and rent standards always pose thorny problems. 
what solutions are you recommending? Will the residents be associated with the prep- 
aration of these drafts? 


\Answer] For years housing conflicts (rent strikes} have been a dominant fact. 
\ showcase conflict that expressed, far beyond the strict question of rent, all the 
immigrant's anguish in the face of his situation of no rights and precariousness. 
indamental questions are still being raised: first the financing of housing, which 
involves examining the operating methods of the management organisms, and on the oth- 
hand the amounts of the rents--you know what its chronic deficit is--, then, the 
residents' status, etc. The Delmon Commission did an interesting study of these 
problems, the conclusions of which we must now develop; we have to prepare, and then 
bring together, a round table of all the participants in the negotiations, in order 
to start up again on improved bases. In the immediate future, we are studying ATL 
(Transient Housing Aid) reform. Moreover, a draft law, under the aegis of the Min- 
istry .f Urbanism and Housing, is being prepared on residents’ status, which we con- 
sider a fundamental point. Renewal operations will be a priority, still financed 
| percent for immigrants' housirg. But we have to do a long-term collective study 
on the future of housing. Of course the immigrants' representatives will take part 
in drawing up these reforms. 


[Question] Paris has nearly a half million foreigners, and there are almost three 
times as many throughout the whole Parisian region. Much has been said on this sub- 
ject about the "threshold of tolerance." What measures does the government envisage 
to distribute this population better? Have you begun to collaborate with your Com- 
munist partners on this point? 


(Answer] That idea of a threshold of tolerance is very arguable, but there is one 
reality that has to be faced. Certain regions, certain communes have a significant 
population of inhabitants of foreign origin. This worrisome situation calls for 
global action. There can be no question of dealing with immigrants' housing as a 
thing apart. The difficulties encountered at that level (dramatic insufficiency of 
available space, as demonstrated by the significant delays in assigning HLM [Low- 
Cost Housing Program] housing, failure to adapt to a certain type of living quarters 
and iarge groups, the policy of rejection of certain local groups and certain HLM 
organisms, social segregation, etc.) are the same as those of the whole social hous- 
ing sector; it is at that level alone that solutions must be found, and we will be 
working at this with the Ministry of Urbanism and Housing. 
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in this connection, collaboration with the elected representatives is a priority for 
me. | had an opportunity, after the ZUP [expansion unknown] events in the 
Minguettes, to meet with Marcel] Houel, the mayor (PCF) of Venissieux, and that talk 
was very fruitful. I was then able to announce the relaunching of the policy of 
town contracts, which had been more or less abandoned in the period just past. { can 
assure you that credits will be written into the next budget for that purpose, tor 
the first time. They will be on the order of 40,000,000 Fr, at least if our pro- 
posals are accepted. 


[Question] You have announced your intention to study the immigration problems with 
the countries concerned, and from the point of view of cooperating. What are you go- 
ing to propose? Will the agreements linking France with certain states be revised? 
What will happen to return-journey aid? What training do you envisage for migrants 
who will return to their own fatherland? 


iAnswer| The Third World is not at our gates, it is w‘thin our walls, the Socialist 
draft said. The immigration problem must in fact be tackled in its international di- 
mension, with as its perspective the policy of cooperation that we want to develop 
with the countries of origin. The prime minister announced on 8 July that this po- 
licy would take the form of bilateral accords. With each of the principal countries 
ot origin, each of which presents a specific situation as concerns its development 
needs as much as the characteristics of its emigre population, we are going to study 
the modalities of such accords. Their substance will have to have an essential place 
in provisions the principle of which is already well known, notably in relations with 
Algeria (which may be a valuable example in this area): activities of training and 
re-enter’ng migrant workers, help in creating businesses or local projects, always 
conceived in liaison with the countries of origin, while taking into account their 
needs and the aspirations of the immigrant workers to find their place again in their 
native community.

LABOR UNION3 BACKGROUND, PRESENT STATUS ANALYZED

To form a basic, rudimentary view of Greek syndicalism, one should remember that 
it appeared relatively late compared to the movements of the major Suropean 
countries; that the Greek unions are organized, even today, primarily on a trade 
basis; and that the percentage of syndicalist density is relatively low, approxi- 
mately 25 percent. We must also take into account its intensely ual deve 
ment from one branch to another. The number of unions is very high (over 4,000 
compared to the uumber of unions in the BEC countries. A large protion of Greek 
unions are the so-called union-seals or union-phantoms. These are unions without 
real syndicalist existence and activity, although this does not mean that they 
have no function to play or no purposes to achieve. The Greek syndicalism has no 
economic resources of its own and depends financially on contributions from 
agencies controlled by the government. Greek syndicalism is not immune to outside 
interventions which show up directly or indirectly. The organized syndicalist 
activity at the base, at the place of work, is a recent (somewhat) generalized 
pheonmenon. In Greece there is no trade-unionist tradition. 


In general Greek syndicalism is marked by a major inconsistency. Whenever there 

is syndicalism at the place of work, it is usually the syndicalism of labor 

bosses and much more rarely the spontaneous movements of an unorganized base-- 
wildcat strikes or at times a takeover of the enterprise--which do not leave 

behind any traces and do not consolidate any righte--another sign of this lack of 
contimity at this level. Moreover, the state and the political parties shamelessly 
and in various ways intervene in the syndicalist sector. 


The few characteristics I enumerated briefly are designed to give some idea about 
Greek syndicalism. These characteristics are: 


a. Its double structure and fragmentation. 
b. Outside interference. 


c. Absence of financial independence. 
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d. The bargaining power of Greek syndicalisn. 


I will place them within a framework of research to answer the following questions: 
Firet, how does Greek syndicalism function? Does Greek syndicalism function 
differently from Buropean syndicalism? And if it functions differently what 
accounts for the difference? 


2. Double Structure and the Lack of Legitimacy 


The Greek syndicalisnm is traditionally fragmented and is divided primarily into 
the officially sanctioned syndicalist section which is friendly to the government 
and the unrecognised, "unofficial" section which represents the syndicalism of 
the Left. Many unions ideologically belo to this grow are not members of 
the Greek General Confederation of Labor , and follow a different path with 
different demands. Tims, in Greece we have a joint syndicalist action of the 
various syndicalist trends. Moreover, one section of Greek syndicaliam is ignored 
by the goverment systematically and traditionally. This basic "partition" of 
Creek syndicalism is old, going back to the early decades of this century and 

was visibly manifested in 1920. Just 2 years after the founding of the GSEE, 

two Panhellenic labor conventions were held; one in Athens, known as the Second 
GSEE Congress, the other in Piraeus, orgarized by the government, which in the 
end failed. The reason for the two congresses, the previous interventions, and 
the present division are owed basically to the "natural"--one might say--tendency 
of the Greek state as it had been already formed around the turn of the last 
century--a top-heavy state controlling the economy and the basic axis of social 
formation--to win over the syndicalist; mechanism. It achieves this, favored by 
the historic conditions, by breaking up tho syndicalist movement: and coopting 

ome significant part of it. 


In the course of its life the Greek syndicalist movement went, of course, through 
periods of unity or mainly common action. This, for instance, happened in 
1935-% and in 1946. We might also mention a brief period following the fall of 
the junta. Nonetheless, for historico-political reasons, the unification was not 
made pemseanent, did not even go very far, and the breakup--the existence of a 
syxdicalism within and one outside the walls--is now an “over-time" feature of 
Greek syndicalism. 


Even today, 7 years after the fall of the dictatorship, in spite of the develop- 
ment of industry (with the model of enclaves, of course) and the considerable 
changes which have taken place in the so-called industrial relations, although the 
industrial proletariat is now in the vanguard, in spite of the fact that factory 
syndicalism has been developed, the breakup, the non-recognition of the entire 
syndicalist movement continues thanks to many restrictive and electoral tricks. 
Moreover! 


The breakup of the syndicalist movement, as it is expressed in Greeve, does not seem 
t> be an accidental or secondary feature of \ireek syndicalism. Nevertheless, the 
non-legitimation of a significant section oj’ the syndicalist movement we do not 
find in*the BZC countries or at least we do not find it in this barbarous form. 











In addition to the original breakup in the structure of Greek syndicalism, there 

is a fragmentation constantly reproduced. Thus we find even the faction union-- 
this most interesting and rwce *t syndicalist organ--in certain factories represented 
by two, three or even five difivrent unions! 


3. Outside Interventions 


As I mentioned, considerable and decisive is the intervention of the state in the 
syndicalist sector. The Greek state intervenes through a draconian and at the 

same time effective institutional framework which does not allow the development 

of democratic syndicalism and free collective bargwining. This happens even in 
periods of normal political life, like today. It intervenes also "extra- 
institutionally," favoring in many and different ways--and not only through selected 
economic assistance--friendly unions. 


The intensive state intervention in the syndicalist affairs is another "inter-time" 
feature of the Greek syndicalist movement. Let us recal] that the first congress 
of Greek unions at the Panhellenic level in 1918 was convened at government 
admonition and encouragement. Let us also recall the telegrams sent to Premier 

El. Veniselos by Deputy Premier Emmanouil Repoulis at the end of the congress: 
"Pan-labor congress ended according to our efforts. Anti-socialist spirit," 

even though this may not have reflected accurately what happened. The same 
"tradition" of intensive intervention is followed--in addition to the employers-- 
by the political parties which politiCcise the syndicalist organs and disorient 
them in relation to what is the reason for their existence at the place of work. 


In addition to those interventions from within the country domestically, we have 
foreign influences from abroad and interventions into the Greek syndicalist 
movement. Sometime we should review these interventions to see to what extent 
they formed the current physiognomy of Greek syndicaliem. The first foreign 
intervention in Greek syndicalist affairs 18 yPlaced at the 733 of the last war 


when the resin syndicaliste came to hel put some "order" into the 
"chaotic" syndicalist situation, but they left empty-handed after repeated 


efforts and failures. Their objective, however, was achieved by American team 
which came in 197 from the United States, headed by Irving Brawn\>) /sic/. 


1 think, however, that we should identify previous indirect interventions from 
abroad--which of course resulted up to a point from the dependent character of 
Greek society. 


I would like to ion first of all the foreign reasons, splendidly analyzed in 
Leondaritis' book — lead Venizelos not only to stop sabotaging labor wiity 
but instead to encourage 7) 4ts realization in 1918. His perspicacity enabled him 
to see that there was indeed a "need," as his associates were telling him, "to 
assure a generally accepted representation of the country's working classes, to 
call in Athens a congress of labor unions and all labor organizations." 


I would like to mention also the influence of the Third International with its known 
thesis "the syndicates in the service of the party" in the development of the very 
ee ie , le to the other Suropean trade union movements--Greek syndicalist 
movement. 
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Finally, I would like to mention for the current period, not so much the influence 
of the Suropean Confederation, but the influence of the German syndicates which 
belong to this confederation and which occupy a leading position and maintain 
close relations with the Greek General Confederation of Labor. 


4. Financial Dependence 


Greek syndicalism is not financialiy independent. Its funds come primarily from 
state agencies. Moreover, it should be noted that as a rule the Greek unions are 
poor compared to the Buropean or the Cypriot unions which have some economic 
affluence. In the West Suropean countries the system of union financing is based 
on contributions by their organized members. In Greece we have a system of 
obligatory contributions, introduced in 193% by Metaxas. Thus, 0.25 percent of 
all workers' and employees' wages, organized or not, is deducted anmally, These 
funds provide the basic revenue for the Labor Hearth /note: workers’ recreational 
centers/, The Labor Hearth transfers 37 percent of its_revenue to the Organization 
for the Management of Labor Union Special Funds /ODEZPES/ which uses those funds-- 
which in 197, amounted to approximately 64 million drachmas, in 1975 75 million, 
in 1976 119 million, in 1977 155 million and in 1978 165 million--to finance the 
labor unions. The disposition of these funds which are quite significant is done 
with a great deal of discretionary authority so that certain unions are more 
favored than others. The minister of labor distributes also at his discretion 
and without any real control the special reserve which equals & percent of the 
Labor Hearth revenue and which todsy reaches approximately 70 million. The minister 
can distribute this sum in accordance with the nebulous legal provision "in favor 
of more general objectives and measures of the workers/employees, or in favor of 
syndicalist activities, or the protection or development of worker/employee 
objectives and the observance and study of syndicalist development." 


Since the CDEPES grants are given to certain unions but after taking into account 
the number of voting members, there are "unions" which exist exclusivel) in order 
to pocket these grants, and have as their only activity the production of voting 
members.(10) The entire Greek system for the financing of the unions is contrary 
to the norms of the International Labor Crganization. This was noted especially 
after 1974 and many promises, oral and written, were given that will change 
radically. The promises were not kept. 


The financial dependence and the privileged forms of assistance--which favor 
and perpetuate a disfigured syndicalism--and the obligatory contribution continue 
to be the basic features of Greek syndicalisn. 


Their Bargaining Power 


In Cyprus as well as in the European countries, we find adviscry bodies at national 
level, which include representatives of the trade unions. Through those bodies 
the unions exert a decisive influence on the course of their governments' economic 
and social policies. In Greece, in spite of the early appearance of such organs 
and the existence today of the Social and Economic Policy Council [S00r/ we cannot 
say that the Greek unions participate in an instituticnal manner in charting 
jointly--even in the short run--the government's social policy. 
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Another basic function of foreign trade unions is to conduct collective bargaining 
and sign collective agreements which determine, or rather jointly determine, up to 
&@ point wages and working conditions. In Greece, considering that the institution 
of compulsory arbitration still exists and because of the very limited content of 
collective agreements, the institution of collective bargaining is used marginally 
and certainly it hardly a wages and working conditions. In reality there 
is no collective "autonomy"\1°8), Compulsory arbitration prevails in Greece. This 
is probably the only country in the world which for years has applied a wage 
policy through compulsory arbitration. The bargaining power of Greek syndicalisn, 
at all levels, is miniscule or nonexistent. 


6. Profile and Kindred Features 


The brief outline above shows the face of Greek syndicalism as tragic and divided. 
Cn one side is the crippled pro-govermment syndicalism, on the other the miserable 
syndicalism of the left. Miserable because it is not legitimized--and with it 
possibly the entire workers' movement. Miserable because it, does not participate 
in the institutionalized channels of decision-making, because it has no economic 
affluence not even elementary economic independence, 


We could also speak about the mask and the face of (jreek syndicaligm. The mask: 

the official syndicaliam, but also every phantom-union, whatever its position, left 
or right. The true face, however, of Greek syndicalism is found in the workers’ 
mobilizations, the strikes, "wildcat" or regular, at; the places cf work wih the 
participation of the majority of workers. It is found in the "fantastic" ) strikes 
of the Greek working class, such as the strike in the Piteos industry in Athens 
(summer 1979) which lasted for months; in the strikes which are expressed as 
lock-outs, as occurred at the MEL industry in Thessaloniki; and also in all those 
strikes when the workers--organized or not--participate spontaneously and whole- 
heartedly, risking, of course, their jobs. 


But the face of Greek syndicalism remains tragic, divided, dependent, disfigured. 
fe could add more such adjectives to describe it. But the question is thut the 
face of Greek syndicalism resembles in its general lines the face of syndicalism 
in other countries. The features we described are found in their raw form in the 
syndicalist movements of developing and underdevelopei countries »(Fpugtries with 
dependent economies or amything else you might like to call then. We have 
here a scientific phenomenon which we should study for some time and should 
describe properly. 


7. Different Functions 


If in the Zuropean countries the trade unions were able to /‘ulfill their classic 
economic objective, i.o., "to promote the interests of the working people" within 
a given system, and if they enabled them to sell their labor more or less according 
tc its "valye,” to quote Rosa Luxemburg in her book "Strikes, Party and the 
Syndicates" 12) which is the reason for their existence, in Greece thini:s developed 
somewhat differently. The raison d'etre and the role of Greek syndicalian, as 

it has functioned so far, was different. th regard to govermment-dominated 
syndical ism which is its functioning and effective section, it was and contimes to 
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be the defense and realization of goverrment policies as they serve the needs of 
capital accwmlation in the Greek area: according to the development--or rather 
underdevelopment~-model which has been imposed on it. This is a model whose 
"social inequities are crestey and increase much more than in the countries 

of the capitalist center." 13 


8. Interpretative Suggestions 


Entirely formalisticaliy we will mention the causes for the special features of the 
Greek syndicalist movement. Economic reasons and historic conditions account for 
these special features: 


a. Economic Reasons: Among them we would like to mention the agricultural 
character of the Greek ecomomy from the first time it was incorporated in the world 
capitalist economy. This means that basically the noncapitalist forms of production 
prevailed during the period of development--the belated development of Greek 

industry which was established after 1922 compared to the countries of the capitalist 
center; the small sise of the overwheising majority of Greek enterprises; the 
preference of Greek capital for nonindustrial branches until the end of the 1950's. 
The economic reasons, therefore, refer to the underdevelopment of the Greek economy. 
These reasons are not unique to Greece: #e find them along the same lines in 
similar, underdeveloped economies, 


ly contrast, the complimentary, historical or historico-political reasons are in 
a way unique and unrepeatable. The defeat, for example, of the working class 
following the civil war /note: 1946-49/ was decisive for the development of the 
syndicalist movement which is deprived of even elementary representation of the 
workers within the enterprises. These rights were promoted in Western 4urope 
after the end of dorld war II but also in the neighboring countries to the north, 
especially in Yugoslavia (self-management). It is also noteworthy that countries 
much less developed than Greece, such as Nigeria, Tanzania, Malta and Peru, have 
legislation and practical processes for the participation of the workers in decision- 
making--of course, in a framework of controlled syndicalism--while in Greece 
proposals which want to institutionalize even a simple representation of the 
workers in the enterprises are systematically rejected. 


Certainly there are today great differences between the Greek syndicalisrm and the 
syndicalism of the capitalist center in the ESC member-states. A probe into the 
nature of Greek syndicalism--which is rather necessary since very few studies 
exist. even in Greek--should take particularly into account the country's traditional] 
dependence and its consequences on the development of the syndicalist movement 

and the special features it imposed on it. It is necessary that such a study of 
Greek syndicalism be freed of a certain linear ‘developmental notion, of a method- 
ology which for years now has beer dominant in Greece and which holds that it is 
only necessar; for a period of time to lapse 30 that the Greek epeoreng ; 
"reach" and become identical with the syndicaligm of the EZ:ropean center. ‘+ 


The course of Greek syndicalism is clearly different from the course of f an 
syndicalism and also some basic features--as shown by the foregoing analysis--which 
could not but be maintained, in essence, into the future. The strange element in 











the history of comparing Greek and European syndicalism is this: Is it possible 
that today the European syndicalism, with the developments of the last few decades 
and the famous “crisis” has a tendency to align itself--moving backward--with 
certain basic functions of Greek syogicalsy™ @.g., the support for the economic 
policies of the various goverments?\+ >»

CHANGES IN STATE EMPLOYEES LAW REPORTED 
Istanbul TERCUMAN in Turkish 23 Jul 81 pp 1,14 
[Article by Dogan Sumer } 


[Text] Ankara--A lew bill amending Law No 657, the State Employees Law, 
that has been placed on the Coumcil of Ministers' agenda would place public 
enterprises in four or six "service regions.” The bill also prevents those 
who have had positions of a political nature from being reappointed to or 
taking posts in judicial bodies or the ministries of interior, justice, or 
national education. 


Article 72, originally part of Law No 657 and removed by Law No 1327, which 
went into effect in 1970, has been restored by the new bill. The bill pro- 
poses to divide public enterprises into four or six “service regions" keep- 
ing in mind appointments and transfers of personnel, the characteristics 

of the services provided, and the regions' economic, social, cultural, and 
transportation resources. The principles for saking appointments and 
transferring personnel between service regions will be set down in reel. 
tions drafted by the Council of Ministers for each individual enter 


The purpose of having them drawn up by the Council of Ministers 
vent frequent and short-term changes in the regulations. 


The saee article contains 4 statute ensuring coordination among r 
enterprises and takes into consideration equal rights and health 
Civil administration commanders along with those who head region. 
vincisl, or administrative district organizations of institutions 
under the jurisdiction of Law No 657, primary-school inspectors,

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Jobs of Political Nature 


An article of the bill prevents those who have held positions of a politi- 
cal nature from being reappointed to or taking posts in judicial bodies or 
the organizations ot the ministries of interior, justice, or national edu- 
cation due to the oature of the service provided. 


The bill preserves the statute allowing those civil servants elected to 
legislative bodies, municipal chairmen, and ministers who have been named 
from outside the ministry to be assigned, after leaving these posts, to 
positions at the level and rank they had achieved previously. However, 

the statute stating, "Full salary will continue to be paid those unable to 
be reassigned. The period during which they are unemployed will be counted 
towards advancement and retirement," which is present in the current law, 
has been removed. In this way, those selected to posts of a political 
nature will be prevented from being paid their salary if they leave these 
positions and cannot be rehired to their former jobs. 


Responsibilities 


For the purpose of setting down financial responsibilities and penalties, 
several modifications are being made in regulations regarding the respon- 
sibilities of state employees. State employees who leave their posts 
without permission from their organization will be dismissed for between 
3 months and 2 years. Those who leave without transferring their duties 
to others will be dismissed for between a year and 3 years. In extraor- 
dinary circumstances and in time of war or natura] disaster, those who 
leave their posts without transferring their duties to others will never 
be able to work for the state again. 


Leaves 


A change is also being made in state employees' excused leaves. The sta- 
tute giving female state employees maternity leave of 3 weeks prior to the 
birth of the child and 6 weeks following remains the same. However, here- 
after, a woman state employee is being given the right to take 1.5 hours 
of "nursing leave" each day for the next 6 months. 


Leave for a state employee's own wedding or the marriage of his child or 
for the death of a parent, spouse, child, sister, or brother has been in- 
creased from 3 days to 5 days. 


Those Attacked 


A change in Article 105 of the State Employees Law proposes that a state 
employee who is injured as a resylt of an "attack" be issued leave until he 
recovers. The existing article contains a statute giving leave until he 
recovers to a state employee who suffers an injury while on the job or be- 
cause of the job or who contracts an cccupational disease no matter how 
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long he has been on the job. The new bill also includes leave until re- 
covery for state employees who are attacked. 


Military Leave 
Furthermore, state employees who enter the regular army will be considered 


to be on unpaid leave, but not attached to their former positions while in 
the service. A statute on the subject is included in the new bill.

CHANGES CONTINUE TO APPEAR IN UNIVERSITY BILL 
Istanbul HURRIYET in Turkish 23 Jul 81 pp 1,15 


[Text | Ankara--The universities law bill, which was sent from the Council 
of Ministers to the National Security Council after a number of articles 
were changed and which will be discussed by related specialized commis- 
sions, raises the age limit for university instructors from 67 to 70 and 
requires that courses be taken continuously in order for a student to re- 
main registered at a university. In addition, limitations are being set 
regarding university entrance examinations. Accordingly, a student will 
have the right to take the examination four times within 10 years from the 
date he completes his secondary school education. A student who is en» 
rolled at an institution of higher education and who wishes to take the 
examination again during the 10-year period will have the right to do so 
only once. 


The new statutes introduced by the Council of Ministers to the universities 
law bill, which is being drafted for the purpose of setting down the goals 
and principles of higher education and of defining in a unified manner 

the organization, fun:tions, duties, authority, and responsibilities of 
universities and institutions of higher education and of their instructors, 
students, and other personnel, are, as follows: 


Unpaid Leave ‘ 


[1.] Salaries of members of the institutions of higher education council 
will be set by the Council of Ministers and cannot exceed twice the high- 
est monthly sum, which includes the supplementary index, paid state em- 
ployees under the State Employees Law. 


[2. ] If a member of the institutions of higher education council has been 
a public employee, he will be considered to be on unpaid leave from his 
post during this period. Council members will not be able to take a posi- 
tion with any other public organization nor be employed in the private 
sector while serving on the council. 











rr 


[3.] The rector will be appointed for a 4-year term from among the pro- 
tessors that are on monthly salary by the president of the republic. The 
rector can only be dismissed by the president. The rector will appoint 
his own assistants. Deans will also be appointed and discharged by the 
president. Assistant deans will be named by the deans. 


[4.] If an institution of higher education has no faculty members on 
monthly salary, the director of the school will be selected by the presi- 
dent for the 4-year term from among teaching assistants who are on monthly 
salary. The director will name his own assistants. 


[5. ] Section chairmen, deans, and rectors will be appointed by the minis- 
try. 


[6. ] The principle that 2 years of mandatory service be required in order 
to become an assistant professor or professor was removed from the bill 

by the Council of Ministers. However, a person who becomes an assistant 
professor or professor will work for a minimum of 2 years on the staff of 
a newly-established institution of higher education or at a school located 
in a developing region. 


[7.] Assistants at institutions of higher education that are affiliated 
with the Ministry of National Education will not be required to possess 
doctorate degrees. 


[8.] Rectors had been given the right to close down for a day organiza- 

.ons attached to the university under extraordinary circumstances. A sta- 
tute vas introduced to transfer this right to the institutions of higher 
education council. 


[9.] The Council of Ministers will be able to take control of a univer- 
sity, faculty, and organizations attached to these when serious, repeated 
incidents occur. The principle that the opinion of the supervisory council 
be asked in order for the government to take control of the school admin- 
istration has been removed from the article. 


Scholarships 


[10.] Scholarships to cover fees and expenses will be given to students 

at every level of higher education at the recommendation of institutions. 
The amount provided will be set each year by the Council of Ministers and 
cannot exceed the product of 1,000 times the workers! salary coefficient. 
Students in some fields will be trained in exchange for mandatory service. 
Prior to going before the Council of Ministers, the bill proposed an 

amount 500 times the workers! salary coefficient. The Council of Ministers 
doubled this figure. Today, this comes to 25,000 liras. 


[11.] A student absent for more than 30 days must verify an illness with 


a health council report. Furthermore, make-up examinations will be given 
at each school as necessary. 
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[12.] A student must complete his schooling within a period that does 

not exceed 14 times the period set down for that level of education. A 
student who has no valid reason for failing to complete his education 
within this period of time will be dismissed from the school. A student's 
records will be erased if he cannot pass all first-year classes or the 
first semester's work within 2 years of enrolling in an institution of 
higher education. Students who have reached the senior year or the last 
two semesters of college, whose period of attendance has expired, and who 
have not completed their requirements will have the right to take three 
consecutive examinations. 


[13.] Members from the interuniversity council and the interschool council 
of institutions of higher education will be named to the institutions of 
higher education council directly by the president of the republic. Men- 
bers will be appointed to the ministry and other organizations by the 
president after consulting with the Council of Ministers. 


[14.] Institutions of higher education attached to the Ministry of Na- 
tional Education will be opened at the proposal of the ministry. 


[15.] Institutions of higher education will not have members on the 
higher education supervisory council. The minister of national education 
will head the higher education supervisory council. 


[16.] Supervision and inspection of institutions of higher education 
attached to the Ministry of National Education will be carried out by the 
Ministry of National Education directly or through its channels. 


[17.] Other duties given by law to faculty members who work a full day 
will be preserved.

SPECIAL SECURITY UNITS TO BE ESTABLISHEL 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 23 Jul 81 pp 1,9 


[Text ] Ankara--The National Security Council has avproved a bill dealing 
with the establishment of special security units. Under this bill, special 
security units wiil be able to be established and special security measures 
will be able to be taken to supplement security measures implemented by the 
state for the purpose of protecting public organizations and all types of 
institutions and enterprises belonging to private bodies. 


Under the "law bill ensuring the protection and defense of various insti- 
tutions and organizations," which was approved by the National Security 
Council, the Council of Ministers will determine which enterprises will 
establish the special security units. 


Article 1 of the bill sets down the purpose of the law as being to ensure 
that organizations and institutions belonging to either the public sector 
or to private bodies that contribute to a significant degree to the na- 
tional economy or the state's war power are protected and defended against 
threats, dangers, and attacks such as sabotage, arson, theft, robbery, 
looting, vandalism, and seizure by force that would partially or totally 
destroy them, damage them, or prevent them from operating even for a short 
amount of time or that would create negative results from the standpoint of 
national security, the nation's economy, or the live of the community. 


The sites that would be protected by the special security units within this 
framework are listed in the bill. They are commercial, industrial, and 
agricultural enterprises and institutions that have the characteristics 
noted in Article 1 and factories; workshops; business places; dams; power 
plants; refineries; electricity transmission lines; liquid-fuel pipelines, 
depots, and transport facilities; coal, petroleum, and mining installa- 
tions; radio, television, and telegraph transmitting stations; and every 
type of transportation and communications structure and facility that be- 
longs to these enterprises and institutions along with buildings used in 
education and training; historical works; sites for ceremonies; both open 
and enclosed museums; and tourist facilities. 
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The Council of Ministers, at the recommendation of the Ministry of Interi- 
or, will decide which of the organizations will be ensured protection 
under the statutes of the bill. It will seek the views of the related 
ministry, enterprise, or organization and will keep in mind the character- 
istics of the organization. Accordingly, the Council of Ministers will be 
able to make the decision to establish a special security unit within the 
structure of the organization or only to take special security measures. 
It will also be able to determine if both methods should be implemented 
simultaniously. In situations where a special security unit is not estab- 
lished and special security measures are sufficient, it will determine 
what these measures will be, keeping in mind the characteristics of the 
organization. 


Must Carry Out Responsibility 


When the Council of Ministers makes a decision in accordance with this law, 
the related enterprisewill be required to carry out the decision within the 
period of time set by the Ministry of Interior. All expenses incurred by 
the special security unit and security measures will be paid by the re- 
lated enterprise. With the approval of the Ministry of Interior or the 
related ministry, governors will be able to take physical and other supple- 
mentary measures to ensure that the protection and security services of 

the bodies that are established by the special security units are effective 
and will be able to have these bodies work partially or totally with the 
general police forces on a temporary basis. In addition, the governor of 
each province will establish a provincial coordination council headed by 
the governor or his assistant for the purpose of supervising the work of 
the special security units and of ensuring coordination at the provincial 
level. Inlcuded on this council will be a representative of the provin- 
cial garrison commandant, the provincial public prosecutor, the provincial 
gendarme regimental commander, the provincial security director, and, if 
there is a National Intelligence Organization unit in the province, a 
National Intelligence Organization representative. 


Duties, Authority 

The duties and powers of a special se urity unit will be: 

[1.] To protect the enterprise against every sort of threat and attack 
such as sabotage, arson, theft, robbery, looting, vandalism, and seizure 
by force. 

[2.] To inform general police forces immediately of crimes that have been 
committed or that are being committed within the area of its jurisdiction 


and to arrest and hold suspects until the general police forces arrive. 


[3-] To protect evidence. 














[4. | To be at the command of general police forces when they take over 
and to assist them. 


[5. ] To take other measures required to provide protection and security 
services. 


[6.] To help the civil defense organization carry out its duties. 
To Wear Special Uniform 
Special security unit personnel will wear a special uniform selected by the 


Ministry of Interior. Uniforms, revolvers, equipment, and vehicles will be 
supplied by the enterprise to which the unit is attached. 
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
